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How  To  Use  The  Blue  Book 


The  general  plan  of  the  Blue  Books  involves  marking  out  the  United 
States  into  five  territorial  divisions,  each  covered  by  a volume. 

Each  of  these  volumes  is  in  turn  sub-divided  into  lesser  territorial  sec- 
tions, each  section  being  named  after  its  important  city,  or,  as  they  are 
called  in  the  Blue  Book,  “route  centers.” 

The  Skeleton  Chart,  on  the  back  of  this  page,  portrays  graphically 
this  arrangement  of  sections  or  route  centers  into  which  the  territory 
covered  by  this  volume  is  divided. 

Any  one  consulting  this  Skeleton  Chart  is  enabled  to  see  at  a glance 
all  the  important  route  centers  in  this  territory,  the  radiating  routes 
from  these  centers,  and  how  to  get  from  one  of  these  centers  to 
another. 

Inasmuch  as  most  of  the  travel  by  automobile  is  done  between  the 
important  centers  shown  thereon,  you  will  frequently  be  able  to  lay 
out  your  tour  by  consulting  only  this  Skeleton  Chart. 

You  will  fail  to  get  full  value  out  of  any  reference  book  unless  you 
understand  the  scheme  or  plan  of  reference.  Once  you  understand  the 
reference  plan  of  the  Blue  Book,  its  use  will  be  simple.  Before  starting 
on  a tour  give  ten  minutes’  careful  study  to  the  following  directions 
with  examples,  and  the  study  will  make  the  routes  through  the  Blue 
Book  as  plain  as  the  Blue  Books  make  routes  through  the  country. 


Directions  With  Examples 

EXAMPLE  (A)  IF  YOUR  STARTING  POINT  AND  DESTINA- 
TION BE  IMPORTANT  CENTERS 


DIRECTIONS 

1.  Turn  to  Skeleton  Chart  on 
inside  front  cover  and  locate  your 
starting  point  and  destination. 

2.  To  find  out  how  to  get  from 
starting  point  to  destination, 
select  a connecting  series  of  the 
heavier  lines  between  these  points. 

3.  Note  the  numbers  with  ar- 
rows shown  on  either  side  of  these 
heavy  lines.  Make  a memorandum 
of  the  numbers  whose  arrows 
point  in  the  direction  you  wish  to 
go.  The  arrows  point  the  direc- 
tion of  the  route;  the  numerals 
are  route  numbers  by  means  of 
which  running  directions  for  each 
route  are  found. 

4.  Now  you  are  ready  for  your 
actual  running  directions,  which 
will  be  found  by  turning  to  that 
page  in  the  text  on  the  upper 
right-hand  corner  of  which  you 
will  note  a number  corresponding 
to  the  route  number  in  your 
memorandum. 


EXAMPLES 

1.  Suppose  you  want  to  go 
from  New  York  to  Utica.  Locate 
these  towns  on  the  Skeleton 
Chart,  which  you  will  find  inside 
front  cover. 

2.  Should  you  choose  the  river 
route  between  New  York  and 
Utica,  you  will  go  through  Pough- 
keepsie and  Albany. 

3-  Your  memorandum  of  the 
route  numbers  of  the  several 
routes  between  these  centers 
would  be  as  follows: 

Route  No.  Miles 

14  New  York  to  Pough- 
keepsie   74.8 

44  Poughkeepsie  to  Albany..  74.5 
77  Albany  to  Utica 05.0

4.  To  get  the  running  direc- 
tions for  the  first  stage  of  your 
journey,  namely,  from  New  York 
to  Poughkeepsie,  the  route  num- 
ber of  which  is  14,  turn  to  that 
text  page  on  the  upper  right-hand 
corner  of  which  you  will  find 
“Route  14.” 

Set  your  odometer  at  00.0,  fol- 
lowing directions  given  to  Pough- 
keepsie. Then  find  the  running 
directions  for  the  second  route 
on  your  memorandum,  namely, 
Route  44,  Poughkeepsie  to  Albany, 
and  proceed  similarly  for  each 
stage  of  your  journey. 
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Directions  With  Examples. 

EXAMPLE  (B)  IF  DESTINATION  BE  UNIMPORTANT  TOWN 

Use  the  Blue  Book  much  as  you  would  a railroad  time  table.  If  you 
wanted  to  go  by  rail  from  Utica,  N.  Y.,  to  Eden,  N.  Y.,  you  would 
at  once  realize  that  Eden  is  not  on  the  main  line,  and  that  it  would 
be  necessary  for  you  to  find  out  where  you  would  be  obliged  to 
“change  cars” — what  is  the  large  center  or  junction  joint  on  the  main 
line  nearest  Eden.  This  you  would  find  to  be  Buffalo.  When  you 
want  to  go  from  Utica  to  Eden  by  automobile  you  consult  the  Blue 
Book  just  as  you  would  consult  the  time  table.  Find  the  junction 


point  or  large  center  nearest  Eden, 
routes  from  Utica  to  Buffalo. 

DIRECTIONS 

1.  Look  up  your  starting  point 
and  destination  in  the  Index  of 
Cities  and  Towns,  pages  7 to  23. 

2.  Note  page  of  Index  Map  on 
which  your  destination  may  be 
found,  and  symbol  or  key  which 
enables  you  quickly  to  locate  your 
town  on  the  map. 

3.  Having  found  your  destina- 
tion on  the  Section  Index  Map, 
note  the  nearest  important  town  or 
route  center. 

4.  To  find  out  how  you  are  to 
get  from  this  route  center  to  your 
destination,  note  the  heavy  line 
or  lines  between  these  points. 

5.  To  find  how  you  are  to  go 
from  your  starting  point  to  this 
connecting  route  center,  turn  to 
the  Skeleton  Chart  inside  front 
cover,  and  select  a connecting 
series  of  the  heavier  lines  between 
these  points. 

6.  Note  the  numbers  with  ar- 
rows, shown  on  either  side  of  these 
heavy  lines.  Make  a memorandum 
of  the  numbers  whose  arrows  point 
in  the  direction  which  you  wish 
to  go.  The  arrows  point  the  di- 
rection of  the  routes;  the  numerals 
are  route  numbers,  by  means  of 
which  the  running  directions  for 
each  route  are  found. 

7.  Now  you  are  ready  for  your 
actual  running  directions,  which 
will  be  found  by  turning  to  that 
page  in  the  text  on  the  upper 
right-hand  corner  of  which  you 
will  note  a number  corresponding 
to  the  route  number  in  your 
memorandum.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS  USED  IN  TEXT  OF  ROUTES 

Keep  right  means  avoid  fork  or  branch  road  to  left. 

Bear  right  means  turn  slightly  to  right,  as  at  a fork. 

Turn  square  right  is  to  turn  a right  angle  (90  degrees)  to  right. 

Turn  sharp  right  is  to  turn  more  than  a right  angle  to  right. 

Jog  right  and  left  means  a turn  to  right  and  immediate  turn 
to  left 

A fork  is  where  two  roads  diverge  at  less  than  a right  angle. 

Cross-roads  or  4-corners  are  where  two  roads  cross. 

3-corners  means  three  roads  join  at  about  equal  angles. 

A right-  or  left-hand  road  meets  but  does  not  cross  the  straight 
road. 

Cross  RR.  means  cross  tracks  at  same  level  with  road. 

Over  RR.  bridge  means  above  tracks  on  bridge,  sometimes 
called  overhead  crossing. 

Under  RR.  means  railroad  is  above  highway  on  bridge,  some- 
times called  RR.  underpass.

READ  CAREFULLY  the  page  at  the  beginning  of  this  vol- 
ume entitled  How  to  Use  the  Blue  Book.

When  a ferry  must  be  taken  mileages  begin  at  the  ferry, 
t )n  the  boat  reset  odometer  at  0.0.  A list  of  Hudson  River  ferries  appears  on 
page  778.  The  most  satisfactory  exits  from  Manhattan  to  the  various  ferries 
are  shown  in  detail  on  the  City  Map,  page  33.  The  best  possible  exit  to 
Newark  is  via  the  42d  St.-Weehawken  Ferry.  Plan  your  tours  by  using  the 
Blue  Book  maps  and  reading  the  descriptive  outlines.  Do  you  understand 
how  to  utilize  the  Trunkline  Chart?  It  is  invaluable  for  laying  out  extended 
tours.  It  gives  main  roads  and  mileage.  For  all  the  routes  in  the  New 
\ ork  City  section  consult  the  Index  Map  on  pages  30-31.  And  for  optional 
•outes  to  and  thru  this  crowded  section  see  Key  Map,  opposite.  Route  num- 
bers are  plainly  shown  on  all  Index  Maps  and  Trunkline  Charts,  and  arrows 
point  the  way.  All  route  centers  may  be  found  by  referring  to  the  numbers 
in  circles  on  t-he  Charts.

Descriptive  Outline — After  a pleasant  run  thru  Central  Park  the  motorist 
who  is  leaving  New  York  drives  along  Cathedral  Parkway.  Near  St.  John's 
< athedral  the  Harlem  River  is  crossed  on  the  145th  St.  bridge.  Thence  the 
magnificent  Grand  Boulevard,  or  Concourse,  is  followed.  Just  ahead,  as  one 
turns  into  Fordham  Parkway,  are  the  Poe  Cottage  and  Monument.  Fine  roads 
lead  thru  Bronx  Park,  where  the  Botanical  and  Zoological  Gardens  are  located 
1 hen  the  eastern  edge  of  New  Rochelle,  founded  in  1686  by  the  Huguenots,  P 
skirted.  The  home  of  Thomas  Paine,  now  known  as  the  DeVeaux  House,  is 
on  Broadway.  The  Paine  Monument,  commemorating  the  grant  of  land  by 
New  York  State  to  him,  is  also  at  New  Rochelle.  Larchmont,  reached  by  the 
old  Boston  Post  Road,  is  the  home  of  the  Larchmont  Yacht  Club  and  is  a 
famous  Summer  resort.  Rye,  the  scene  of  many  guerilla  fights  during  the 
Revolution,  is  next  traversed.  Rye  Beach  is  to  the  right.  At  Mamaroneck 
the  old  Post  Road  Inn  was  built  in  1751.  It  was  used  as  Gen.  Howe’s  Head- 
quarters while  he  was  in  pursuit  of  Washington  after  the  Battle  of  Long  Island. 
Nearby  is  the  house  in  which  J.  Fennimore  Cooper,  novelist,  was  born,  and  in 
which  he  did  much  of  his  writing.  A short  distance  past  Port  Chester  the 
Byram  River,  part  of  the  boundary  between  New  York  and  Connecticut,  is 
crossed,  and  the  tourist  is  in  New  England. 

Greenwich,  the  first  town  entered  in  the  “Nutmeg  State,”  was  settled  in  1640.’ 
The  home  of  Gen.  Israel  Putnam  is  on  the  north  side  of  E.  Putnam  Ave. 
Some  of  the-  original  stone  steps  are  still  to  be  seen  on  “Put’s  Hill,”  made 
famous  by  Gen.  Putnam  riding  down  on  horseback  to  escape  the  British  under 
Tryon.  There  is  a large  granite  boulder  to  commemorate  the  event.  “Mil- 
hank,”  the  home  of  “Bill”  Tweed,  is  a beautiful  country  estate.  Stamford  was 
settled  in  1641  by  a band  of  pioneers  from  the  Wethersfield  Colony,  who  had 
obtained  a deed  from  the  Indians.  Steamers  connect  with  New  York  from  this 
point.  Darien  (39  m)  was  the  scene  of  the  capture  of  the  Rev.  Moses  Mather 
md  his  congregation  by  the  British  (1781).  His  little  brick  church  still  stands 
by  the  Post  Road.  A short  run  .to  the  Beach  reveals  a fine  view  of  the  Sound. 
Norwalk,  purchased  from  the  Indians  by  Roger  Ludlow  in  1640,  was  settled 
near  Old  Fort  Point  in  1651.  Many  old  houses  which  survived  the  burning  of 
he  city  by  the  British  may  still  be  seen.  From  Norwalk  a picturesque  drive 
hru  S.  Norwalk  along  the  coast  may  be  taken.  The  road  leads  into  the  old 
Post  Road  at  Fairfield,  which  was  laid  out  in  1639.  It  was  a favorite  stopping 
Mace  for  travelers  between  New  York  and  Boston.  Here  the  Sherman  House, 
he  old  powder  house,  Benson’s  Tavern  and  the  sites  of  the  whipping  posts 
ind  stocks  on  the  Green  are  of  interest.  Bridgeport,  at  the  mouth  of  the  . 
Pequonnock  River,  is  the  largest  manufacturing  town  in  Connecticut.  The 
Union  Metallic  Cartridge  Co.,  Wheeler  & Wilson  Sewing  Machine  Co.,  The 
Locomobile  Co.,  Warner  Bros.,  The  American  Graphophone  Co.,  The  Crane 
Yalve  Co.,  and  many  other  plants  of  world-wide  reputation  are  situated  here. 
Barnum’s  Circus  Winter  quarters  are  also  here.  Bridgeport  was  the  home  of 
P.  T.  Barnum.  In  Seaside  Park,  the  gift  of  Barnum  to  the  city,  are  the  Sol- 
licrs’  Monument  and  monuments  to  P.  T.  Barnum  and  Elias  Howe,  the 
nventor  of  the  sewing  machine.  Beardsley  and  Inland  Parks  are  also  very 
ittractive.  At  Milford  the  trip  may  be  varied  by  crossing  the  Treat  Memorial 
3ridge  and  following  the  shore  road  to  New  Haven.  (See  Volume  2.)

Descriptive  Outline— On  the  old  Post  Road— formerly  known  as  The  Kings 
Highway  one  may  see  some  old  mossgrown  st'ones.  These  are  some  of  the 
milestones  set  by  Benjamin  branklin  when  he  was  colonial  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. He  determined  the  mileages  by  an  attachment  which  showed  the  num- 
ber of  revolutions  that  the  wheels  of  his  chaise  had  made — a precursor  of  the 
modern  odometer.  After  passing  thru  Stratford  the  route  follows  the  pictur- 
esque Housatonic  Valley  into  Derby.  A few  miles  north  of  Derby  is  the  city 
of  Ansonia,  which  was  originally  a part  of  Derby.  It  is  a busy  little  manufac- 
turing' city  of  about  16,000  inhabitants,  most  of  whom  devote  their  time  to  the 
ounding  of  brass  and  iron.  Thence  the  Naugatuck  Valley  leads  to  Waterbury 
founded  in  1677.  Here  was  the  birthplace  of  Dr.  Lemuel  Hopkins,  famous  in 
the  eighteenth  century  as  physician  and  poet,  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
onnecticut  Medical  Society.  Waterbury  is  principally  noted  for  the  manufac- 
ure  of  watches  and  clocks.  It  was  praised  by  Mr.  Edward  Bok  for  its  watches,

the  remark  of  A.  Van  Corlear  that  he  would  cross  “en  Spuyt  den  Duyvil.”  At 
Yonkers  (“de  j’onkheer’s  landt”)  is  the  Phillipse  Manor  House,  said  to  have 
been  erected  in  1683.  Here  Washington  courted  Mary  Phillipse,  who  was 
afterwards  charged  with  treason.  It  was,  until  recently,  used  as  the  City  Hall. 
At  Dobb’s  Ferry  is  a tablet  marking  Washington’s  Headquarters  in  1781.  At 
this  point  a left  turn  leads  to  Dobb’s  Ferry  on  the  river,  where  a fine  view  of 
the  Hudson  may  be  had.  Here  are  the  old  Livermore  Mansion  and  the  Ardsley 
Golf  Club.  Sunnyside,  the  home  of  Washington  Irving,  is  at  Irvington  (20.3). 
It  is  covered  with  ivy  from  a sprig  given  to  Irving  by  Sir  Walter  Scott.  Near 
the  station  is  the  huge  plant  of  the  Cosmopolitan  Magazine.  Paulding  Manor 
and  Lynnhurst,  the  residence  of  Jay  Gould,  are  near  by.  Nevis  was  built 
by  a son  of  Alexander  Hamilton  and  named  after  his  father’s  birthplace  in 
the  West  Indies.  At  Tarrytown  (23.1  m)  is  a monument  commemorating  the 
capture  of  Major  Andre  (1780).  Washington  Irving  was  Church  Warden  at 
Christ  Church,  and  is  buried  in  the  churchyard  of  the  old  Dutch  Church 
(1699).  This  church  is  in  Sleepy  Hollow,  crossed  by  the  Pocantico  Brook, 
made  immortal  by  Ichabod  Crane.  Near  Tarrytown  is  Rockwood  Hall,  estate 
of  William  Rockefeller.  At  Ossining  is  the  State  Prison,  called  Sing  Sing. 
Peekskill  was  named  from  Peeks  Kill,  upon  which  it  is  located.  At  Garrison 
a ferry  may  be  taken  for  West  Point.  At  Cold  Spring  the  tourist  is  offered  a 
choice  of  two  routes,  the  more  picturesque  being  by  the  way  of  Fishkill  Land- 
k ing,  where  a cable  RR.  ascends  South  Beacon  Hill.  The  view  of  the  Hudson 
and' Catskills  amply  repays  one  for  the  trip.

Via  Stiff ern  and  Tuxedo.  Fine  macadam  all  the  way. 

Descriptive  Outline — Crossing  Fort  Lee  Ferry,  we  land  at  the  foot  of  those 
wonderful  basaltic  precipices  called  the  Palisades,  and  immediately  begin  a 
long  ascent,  reaching  the  summit  at  Fort  Lee  Village,  which  commands  a mag- 
nificent view  of  Washington  Heights,  Manhattan.  Here  we  turn  west  and 
descend  the  ridge,  crossing  Overpeck  Creek  at  the  foot,  and  the  Hackensack 
River  as  we  enter  the  Village  of  Hackensack.  At  Areola  we  pass  the  pic- 
turesque old  mill  which  has  stood  for  many  generations.  Beyond  we  pass 
thru  several  suburban  villages,  favorite  residing  places  for  well-to-do  New 
Yorkers.  Suffern  is  a small  village  on  the  line  between  New  York  and  New 
Jersey,  and  here  routes  diverge  for  West  Point  and  Nyack  on  the  Hudson. 
Both  have  ferry  connections.  Tuxedo  Park,  the  entrance  to  which  is  passed, 
is  a private  resort  of  fashionable  New  Yorkers,  and  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
country,  the  grounds  about  Tuxedo  Lake  being  beautifully  laid  out.  Within 
the  enclosure  are  a game  preserve  and  fine  golf  course.  Passing  the  “street 
car  colony”  and  Village  of  Vails  Gate,  we  enter  Newburgh,  described  in  Route 
171.  (See  map,  page  330.)

Descriptive  Outline — Crossing  the  Hudson  River  from  42d  St.  one  lands 
at  the  foot  of  the  Palisades,  near  the  spot  (on  the  left)  where  Alexander  Ham- 
ilton was  killed  by  Aaron  Burr  in  a duel.  The  Palisades  are  ascended  by  a 
steep  grade,  and  the  Hudson  County  Boulevard  is  followed  to  Ridgefield.  At 
the  old  water-wheel  in  Areola  we  turn  left  across  Saddle  River  into  Paterson, 
the  silk  city,  selected  by  Alexander  Hamilton  as  a site  for  manufacturing  and 
industrial  activity.  Among  the  noteworthy  features  are  the  Falls  of  the 
Passaic,  magnificent  castle  of  Lambert,  the  silk  king,  and  the  various  manufac- 
turing plants,  among  which  are  the  Barbour  Flax  Spinning  Co.,  Rogers  Loco- 
motive Works  and  Manhattan  Shirt  Co.,  in  addition  to  the  numerous  silk  fac- 
tories producing  more  than  twenty-five  million  dollars’  worth  annually.  Pat- 
erson boasts  of  the  Eastside  and  Westside  Parks,  located  on  the  Passaic,  with 
beautiful  drives  in  the  vicinity,  Garret  and  Preakness  Mtns.  affording  fine 
views.  Leaving  Paterson,  we  shortly  ascend  Packanack  Mtn.  and  descend  into 
Pompton,  passing  Pompton  Lake,  a summer  resort,  and  following  the  Wan- 
aque  River  to  Greenwood  Lake.  This  lake  is  about  nine  miles  long  and  one 
mile  wide,  with  numerous  hotels  and  cottages  at  the  north  end.  On  the  line 
between  New  York  and  New  Jersey,  being  beautifully  situated  among  wilder- 
nesses of  rugged  rocks  and  woodlands,  several  groups  of  picturesque  islands 
are  favorite  resorts  for  hunters  and  fishermen.  Goshen  is  a pleasant  little 
village  notable  as  the  home  of  Hambletonian  10,  the  famous  sire  of  trotting 
horses.  Newburgh  is  described  in  Route  330.

Descriptive  Outline — Crossing  the  Hudson  River  via  Fort  Lee  Ferry,  we 
get  a fine  view  of  the  Palisades  from  the  boat.  From  landing  we  ascend  a long 
hill,  passing  Palisade  Park,  an  amusement  resort  occupying  the  site  of  Fort  Lee 
of  Revolutionary  fame,  on  the  highest  part  of  the  Palisades.  A beautiful  drive 
along  the  Palisades  brings  us  into  Englewood,  a suburban  city  of  many  fine 
homes  and  numerous  beautiful  macadam  drives.  .Turning  left  on  Teaneck 
Road,  we  follow  the  line  of  the  Hackensack  River  thru  numerous  suburban 
villages,  coming  back  to  the  Hudson  River  at  Haverstraw.  The  road  now 
follows  the  river  closely  and  the  grandeur  of  the  scenery  is  unexcelled.  We 
pass  successively  several  peaks  on  either  -side  of  the  river,  and  from  Jones 
Point  a spiral  railway  ascends  to  the  top  of  The  Dunderberg,  an  amusement 
resort.  A magnificent  view  is  afforded  of  Anthony’s  Nose,  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  river.  West  Point  is  well  known  as  the  site  of  the  U.  S.  Military 
Academy,  where  officers  are  trained  for  the  U.  S.  Army.  The  Point  was  made 
a fortification  in  1778,  and  Arnold  was  in  command  at  the  time  of  his  treason. 
The  Academy  was  established  in  1802.  Extensive  improvements  are  now 
under  way,  but  the  older  historical  buildings  are  being  preserved.  Besides  the 
beautiful  views  there  are  interesting  features,  such  as  the  ruins  of  old  tort 
Putnam  and  Kosciusko’s  Garden,  which  is  reached  via  “Flirtation  Walk.  ’ Bat- 
tle Monument  is  an  imposing  shaft  of  solid  granite.  The  principal  buildings 
are  the  Headquarters,  with  a huge  tower,  the  East  Academic  Building  and  the 
Library,  which  contains  a memorial  by  St.  Gaudens  to  Whistler  and  Edgar 
Allen  Poe,  who  were  cadets  at  West  Point.  Facing  the  parade  ground  (40 
acres)  are  the  West  Academic  Building  and  on  the  south  the  cadet  barracks. 
In  the  Mess  Hall  are  portraits  of  Sheridan,  Grant,  Sherman  and  others. 

To  reach  ferry:  Go  up  Broadway,  turning  left  on  72d  St.  and 
right  on  Riverside  Drive.  Just  beyond  Grant’s  Tomb  bear 
right  downgrade,  turning  left  on  Manhattan  St.  under  viaduct 
to  ferry.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Manhattan,  Broadway  is  followed  all  the  way 
thru  Yonkers  into  Irvington,  making  an  agreeable  variant  to  the  route  de- 
scribed in  No.  1.  Tarrytown  has  many  Revolutionary  landmarks  and  memo- 
ries of  Irving.  Nearby  are  the  estates  of  William  and  John  D.  Rockefeller, 
reached  by  beautiful  drives  from  the  city.  The  ferry  crosses  the  Hudson  at 
its  widest  point,  called  by  the  Dutch  the  Tappan  Zee,  about  10  miles  long  and 
three  miles  wide.  Nyack  is  a busy  little  city,  with  the  nearby  resort  of  Rock- 
land Lake.  Running  west  we  pass  thru  a well-settled  district  of  comfortable 
homes  into  Suffern  on  the  New  Jersey  line,  a small  village,  but  strategically 
important  to  the  tourist,  since  good  roads  diverge  in  five  different  directions, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  map.  Our  route  lies  along  the  Ramapo  River  thru 
Tuxedo,  where  is  located  the  famous  Tuxedo  Park,  a private  club  with  magnif- 
icent lake  and  grounds.  Just  above  “Arden,”  the  home  of  the  late  E.  H.  Harri- 
man,  we  turn  left  thru  Monroe  and  Chester  into  Goshen,  known  for  its  fine 
live-stock,  having  been  the  home  of  Hambletonian  10,  the  greatest  sire  of  trot- 
ting colts  ever  known.  A few  miles  beyond  Goshen  we  diverge  from  the  regu- 
lar route  and  enter  Middletown,  a prosperous  city  of  15,000  inhabitants,  with 
silk  mills,  large  manufactories  of  automobile  leather,  condensed  milk  and  hats. 
From  Middletown  the  route  follows  a beautiful  valley,  perhaps  the  most  pic- 
turesque part  of  the  trip.  The  group  of  houses  on  the  hillside,  about  five  miles 
out,  is  the  New  York  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium.  Port  Jervis  is  a picturesque 
village  situated  at  the  point  where  the  Neversink  River  flows  into  the  Delaware 
River.  This  is  near  the  corner  of  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania, 
and  is  commemorated  by  Tri-State  Rock,  reached  thru  Laurel  Grove  Cemetery. 
The  Barrett  Bridge  crosses  the  river  into  Pennsylvania,  and  there  is  an  inter- 
esting old  Indian  Fort  in  the  northern  part  of  the  village.  The  most  interest- 
ing drives  are  along  the  Neversink  Valley,  the  Hawk’s  Nest  Road  and  to  Saw 
Kill  Falls.

Descriptive  Outline — From  the  Edgewater  Ferry  an  almost  direct  line  is 
followed  thru  the  old  Dutch  town  of  Hackensack  into  Paterson,  a city 
with  large  silk  and  cotton  mills.  Paterson  boasts  of  many  fine  buildings, 
among  which  are  the  City  Hall,  Court  House  and  Post  Office.  The  Passaic 
Falls,  nearby,  are  about  50  ft.  high.  Bella  Vista,  owned  by  Lambert,  the  silk 
manufacturer,  is  a beautiful  estate,  and  attracts  many  visitors.  The  oldest 
house  in  Paterson  is  the  Van  Winkel  residence  on  River  St.  Following  the  old 
Morris  and  Essex  Canal,  we  pass  many  beautiful  spots.  Among  the  peculiar 
features  along  the  way,  note  the  cable  railway  device,  in  place  of  locks,  for 
hoisting  canal  boats  from  one  level  to  another.  Boonton  is  a busy  little  town 
near  the  large  Jersey  City  Reservoir,  which  is  about  three  miles  long.  Here  if 
located  the  State  Firemen’s  Home.  At  Dover  a side  trip  may  be  taken  over 
fine  macadam  road  to  Woodport,  at  the  northern  extremity  of  the  lake.  Lake 
Hopatcong,  elevation  928  ft.,  is  prettily  situated  between  two  ranges  of  hills, 
and  is  visited  by  thousands  during  the  summer  season.  Hotels  and  boarding 
houses  vie  with  tents  and  cottages.

Descriptive  Outline— This  is  the  shortest  and  quickest  of  the  available 
routes  into  Morristown,  and  while  the  most  used  is  not  the  most  picturesque. 
The  road  from  Jersey  City  to  Newark  has  been  partially  resurfaced  with  fine 
tar  macadam,  which  makes  this  entrance  more  desirable  than  formerly,  in  spite 
of  the  stretch  of  cobblestone  and  ill-smelling  factories  and  abattoirs  along  the 
way.  Newark  (founded  1666)  is  a busy  manufacturing  city,  whose  products 
include  leather  goods,  iron,  celluloid  and  jewelry,  although  it  is  perhaps  best 
known  for  its  breweries.  Among  its  chief  buildings  are  the  Prudential  In- 
surance Co.  and  the  Essex  County  Court  House,  both  of  which  are  lavishly 
decorated;  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  (1791).  From  this  church  Aaron 
Burr,  father  of  the  Statesman,  went  to  found  Princeton  College.  Newark  was 
the  home  of  F.  T.  Frelinghuysen,  Gen.  Theo.  Runyon  and  Gen.  Phil  Kearny. 
Aaron  Burr,  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  was  born  on  Broad  Street 
(1756).  Beyond  Newark  the  route  traverses  a well-settled  district  with  several 
pretty  little  suburban  villages.  Madison  is  the  site  of  the  Drew  Theological 
Seminary,  endowed  in  1857  with  $250,000  by  Daniel  Drew,  the  famous  New 
York  broker.  At  Morristown  were  Washington’s  Winter  Quarters,  1779-80. 
The  house  in  which  he  was  quartered,  on  Morris  St.,  is  now  kept  up  as  a 
museum.  Here  many  interesting  Revolutionary  relics  may  be  seen.  Attrac- 
tively situated  near  the  Watchung  Ranges,  Morristown  offers  many  pleasant 
drives  to  the  tourist.  At  Morris  Plains  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane  is 
located.  Running  west  from  Morristown  on  fine  macadam  an  interesting  and 
well  settled  district  is  traversed.  Schooley’s  Mountain,  reached  shortly  after 
the  south  branch  of  the  Raritan  River  is  crossed,  was  once  a popular  summer 
resort.  With  its  altitude  of  1200  ft.,  it  commands  fine  views  of  the  Musconet- 
cong  and  German  valleys.  Here  is  a famous  chalybeate  spring.  It  is  said 
that  Washington  visited  here  in  1793*  The  road  over  the  mountain  has  been 
much  improved  and  the  pleasures  of  the  trip  increased  thereby.  Crossing  the 
Musconetcong  River  into  Hackettstown  the  routes  diverge  for  Easton  and 
Port  Jervis.  An  old-fashioned  flat-boat  cable  ferry  conveys  us  across  the 
Delaware,  whence  the  river  is  followed  northward  to  the  Delaware  Water  Gap. 
Although  only  a small  village,  the  Gap  is  very  important  to  tourists,  and  is 
visited  by  thousands  annually.  Formed  by  the  Delaware  River  as  it  bends  to 
the  southeast,  breaking  thru  the  Kittatinny  Range,  the  Gap  is  walled  in  on 
either  side  by  mountains  1600  ft.  high,  which  form  a picture  that  must  be  seen 
to  be  appreciated.  The  region  abounds  in  beautiful  waterfalls  and  gorges. 
Tammany,  the  most  striking  peak,  is  in  New  Jersey.  Geologically,  it  is  sup- 
posed that  the  Gap  was  the  result  of  a large  lake  breaking  its  bounds.  This 
lake  probably  covered  most  of  the  country  above  the  Gap.  This  is  also  borne 
out  by  the  Indian  name  of  “Minisink”  (the  water  is  gone),  which  points  to  the 
existence  of  the  lake.  Fanciful  names  are  given  to  the  nearby  points  of 
interest.  Some  of  these  are  Eureka  Falls,  Rebecca’s  Falls,  Hunter’s  Springs, 
Sylvan  Way,  Lover’s  Retreat  and  Cooper’s  Cliff.  There  are  many  high  class 
lotels  situated  here,  but  they  are  all  on  the  Pennsylvania  side  of  the  Gap. 
uilt  as  they  are  o'n  the  summits  of  the  mountains,  they  command  magnificent 
and  far-reaching  views  of  the  surrounding  country.  Many  short  trips  may  be 
made  from  the  hotels,  one  of  the  favorite  ones  being  the  ascent  of  Tammany 

Mountam  (I48o  ft.).  Another  is  the  ascent  of  Winona  Cliff,  on  the  summit  of 
which  is  Lover’s  Leap.

43rd  Sts,  thence  west  to  ferry.  To  reach  Newark  via  Des- 
brosses  St.  Ferry  see  Detail  Map,  page  92,  and  City  Map,  page  33.

Via  Newark  and  Lakewood.  Practically  all  improved  roads,  connecting 

at  Perth  Amboy  with  Route  to  Asbury  Park. 

Descriptive  Outline — While  this  route  is  laid  out  thru  Newark,  Perth  Amboy 
may  be  reached  via  Staten  Island.  ' Crossing  the  bridge  over  the  Raritan  River 
we  enter  South  Amboy  and  then  follow  the  shore  of  Raritan  Bay  to  Keyport. 
Near  Freehold  is  an  imposing  granite  monument  commemorating  the  Battle 
of  Monmouth  (June  28th,  1778).  Lakewood  is  a popular  summer  and  winter 
resort  in  the  pines  of  New  Jersey.  The  name  is  derived  from  the  pine  woods 
and  two  lakes,  Carysaljo  and  Maneta.  Here  are  the  famous  golf  links  which 
are  laid  out  on  the  grounds  of  “Georgian  Court,’’  the  palatial  residence  of 
George  J.  Gould.  There  are  many  pretty  drives  and  walks  thru  the  woods. 
This  route  may  be  varied  by  an  optional  trip  from  Lakewood  thru  Lakehurst, 
a pleasant  resort.  Our  trip  runs  parallel  to  the  shores  of  Barnegat  Bay,  which 
is  about  25  miles  long,  extending  from  Point  Pleasant  nearly  to  Atlantic  City. 

It  is  separated  from  the  ocean  by  a long  strip  of  sandy  beach  which  is  broken 
by  Barnegat  Inlet,  nearly  opposite  Barnegat.  This  bay  is  frequented  by  fisher- 
men and  hunters.  There  are  numerous  villages  with  hotel  accommodations 
on  the  main  coast,  among  which  are  Forked  River  and  Wareton.  On  the 
island  strip  are  Mantoloking  and  Seaside  Park,  reached  by  the  excellent  high- 
way from  Point  Pleasant.  Barnegat  City,  Surf  City  and  Beach  Haven  are 
on  the  lower  island  and  are  reached  by  rail  from  Barnegat.  Numerous  life- 
saving stations  and  lighthouses  protect  shipping  along  this  coast.  At  New 
Gretna  we  turn  left  across  the  Mullica  River  and  enter  Atlantic  City.  This 
city,  the  most  popular  seaside  resort  in  America,  is  visited  annually  by  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  tourists.  Its  hotels  and  boarding  houses  accommodate 
over  300,000  people.  177  of  these  are  listed  in  the  Local  Guide  of  the  Free 
Information  Bureau,  10  South  New  York  Avenue,  where  all  tourist  informa- 
tion may  be  obtained.  The  announcements  of  the  leading  hotels  catering  par- 
ticularly to  automobile  trade  may  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  route.  Atlantic 
City  is  situated  on  Absecon  Island,  a sandy  strip  separated  from  the  mainland 
by  salt  marshes.  The  beach  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  world.  For  six  miles 
along  this  beach  runs  the  famous  Board  Walk,  a promenade  nearly  50  feet 
wide,  a portion  of  which  is  built  on  steel  piers  that  reach  12  feet  above  the 
beach.  The  view  from  the  Board  Walk  at  the  height  of  the  season  is  some- 
thing long  to  be  remembered.  In  addition  to  the  Board  W alk  there  ai  e live 
piers  extending  into  the  ocean  from  500  to  3000  feet,  upon  which  are  audi- 
toriums, dancing  pavilions  and  theatres,  admission  to  which  is  from  10c.  up. 
Other  amusements  are  golf  at  the  Country  Club,  about  6 miles  from  the  city, 
bowling,  yachting  and  fishing.  There  are  numerous  automobile  drives  in  and 
around  the  city,  the  run  to  South  Atlantic  City  and  Longport,  on  Egg  Harbor 
Inlet,  being  one  of  the  favorites.  Ocean  City  may  fe  reached  in  about  30 
minutes  by  trolley  via  the  bridge  across  Egg  Harbor  to  Point  Somers,  but  a 
detour  is  necessary  by  automobile.  Absecon  Light  House  is  about  170  feet 
high  and  is  open  to  visitors.  Atlantic  City  is  known  all  over  the  world  as  a 
winter,  as  well  as  a summer,  resort.  It  is  the  scene  of  many  conventions. 

The  beach  is  most  frequented  during  the  Easter  holidays  and  thru  July  and 

August.  At  these  times  it  is  usually  necessary  to  arrange  for  accommodations 

in  advance.  , _ ,,

Poughkeepsie  was  settled  by  the  Dutch  in  1698.  It  is  named  from  the 
Indian  Apo-keep-sinck  (Safe  Harbor).  Sometimes  called  “the  largest  city  of 
its  size  in  the  U.  S.,”  since  it  has  an  acreage  of  only  1,725  and  a population  of 
30,000.  It  still  has  its  original  boundaries  just  as  they  were  in  1799.  Its  chief 
newspaper  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  country.  Poughkeepsie  comrfiands  a de- 
lightful view  of  the  Hudson  and  the  hills  on  the  opposite  side.  There  are 
beautiful  suburbs  and  attractive  parks.  Vassar  College,  one  of  the  most  famous 
of  the  American  women’s  colleges,  is  situated  about  two  miles  from  the  city. 
The  college  has  over  400  acres  of  ground  and  many  beautiful  buildings.  The 
railroad  bridge  over  the  Hudson,  a huge  cantilever,  is  one  of  the  famous  bridges 
of  its  kind.  It  has  a length  of  1%  miles  and  was  built  in  1886.  Poughkeepsie 
is  a busy  manufacturing  city  with  many  industries  of  nation  wide  reputation, 
among  which  are  the  Fiat  Automobile  works.

Descriptive  Outline— From  Poughkeepsie  (see  Route  41)  follow  macadam 
thru  Pleasant  Valley,  passing  many  fine  estates.  At  Millbrook  (15.8  m)  are  the 
Bennett  School  for  Girls,  a quaint  Episcopal  church,  and  “Daheim,”  the  Die- 
trich estate.  Join  the  direct  route  from  New  York  to  Amenia,  and  continue 
thru  Lakeville,  where  Lake  Wononsco  may  be  circled.  On  the  left,  after  en- 
tering Massachusetts  (45.6  m)  are  Race  Mountain  and  Mt.  Everett, ’or  Wash- 
ington (2,624  ft-)-  A path  leads  to  the  summit.  Nearby  points  of  interest  are 
Bears  Den,  Sage’s  Ravine,  Twin  Lakes  and  Ashley  Falls.  Turning  right  thru 
South*  Egremont  (54.0  m)  the  road  improves  and  fine  estates  become  more 
numerous  as  the  Berkshire  Hills  district  is  entered.  This  district  forms  a large 
part  of  the  western  part  of  Massachusetts,  aftd  is  famous  for  the  undulating 
beauty  of  its  hills.  It  is  watered  by  the  Hoosic  River  flowing  north  and  the 
Housatonic  River  flowing  south.  Numerous  small  lakes  and  brooks  add  to  its 
attractiveness.  Many  poets,  among  them  Longfellow  and  Whittier,  have  sung 
its  praises.  The  scenery  is  at  its  best  during  the  autumn  months/and  in  few 
places  can  such  variety  of  colors  be  seen  in  the  foliage.  It  takes  the  place  as 
a hill  resort  that  Newport  does  as  a shore  resort.  At  Great  Barrington  may  be 
seen  the  Henderson  House,  probably  the  oldest  house  in  the  county.  Here 
Burgoyne  was  held  prisoner  (1777);  Wm,  Cullen  Bryant  was  married  here. 
The  site  of  the  poet’s  office,  occupied  when  he  was  town  clerk,  is  often  pointed 
out.  The  famous  house  built  by  Mrs.  Mark  Hopkins,  costing  a million 
dollars,  constructed  of  native  dolomite,  may  be  recognized  by  its  seven  towers. 
North  on  Main  St.  are  the  Congregational  Church  and  the  Hopkins  Memorial 
Manse,  both  of  which  are  the  finest  in  their  respective  classes.  Among  the 
points  of  interest  nearby  are  Mansfield  Pond,  the  Berkshire  House  with  its 
magnificent  view,  Mt.  Peter  and  Mt.  Bryant  (1450  ft.),  East  Mount  (1740  ft.) 
and  Belcher’s  Cave.  Leaving  Great  Barrington  we  go  over  Monument  Mount- 
ain. Here  there  is  a footpath  to  the  summit.  A stay  of  weeks  is  recommended 
in  order  that  the  tourist  may  enjoy  the  many  beautiful  drives  in  the  vicinity. 
Stockbndge  (65.4  m)  is  a charming  New  England  village  with  several  hand* 
some  churches.  Among  the  points  of  interest  are  the  Sedgwick  Mansion,  the 
site  of  Jonathan  Edwards’  house,  where  was  written  “The  Freedom  of  Will." 
The  bell  tower  of  the  old  Congregational  Church,  built  by  David  Dudley 
t!,  ’u  6,  fWardS  Monument,  Cyrus  W.  Field  Park  and  Jackson  Library 
lhe  old  clock  tower  marks  the  site  of  the  Indian  Mission  School  founded  by 
Jo  n Sargent  in  1734.  The  options  of  several  routes  are  offered  from  Stock- 
bndge  to  Lenox,  the  most  picturesque  being  via  the  Stockbridge  Bowl  or  Lake 
Mahkenac  Near  here  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  wrote  “The  House  of  the  Seven 
Cables.  Ice  Glen,  in  the  Beartown  Mountains,  is  noted  for  the  ruggedness  of 
1 s scenery  and  the  fact  that  ice  may  be  found  here  the  greater  part  of  the  year 
Lee  was  named  after  Gen.  Chas.  Lee  of  Revolutionary  fame,  and  was  incor- 
porated  ^777  The  suburbs  of  Lenox  impress  the  tourist  with  their  signs  of 
wealth  and  luxury,  and  the  village  itself  contains  many  handsome  buildings.

Fanny  Kemble,  whose  home,  “The  Perch,”  still  stands.  At  “Shadowbrook”' 
the  annual  dance  of  the  Berkshire  Hunt  is  held.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Poughkeepsie  via  Market  St.,  we  pass  under 
the  bridge  approach  and  by  many  fine  estates.  Just  above  Hyde  Park  is  the 
residence  of  F.  W.  Vanderbilt,  and  opposite  the  home  of  John  Burroughs, 
author.  Further  on  are  the  home  of  W.  B.  Dinsmore,  once  president  of 
Adams  Express  Co.,  and  the  estate  of  John  J.  Astor.  Five  miles  to  the  left  of 
Upper  Red  Hook  is  North  Bay,  where  Fulton  built  the  “Clermont.”  At 
Greendale  the  ferry  may  be  taken  to  Catskill,  the  highest  point  reached  by 
Hudson  in  the  “Half  Moon.”  At  Hudson  the  great  navigator  landed.  Here 
he  was  tendered  a feast  by  the  Indians.  It  is  the  third  oldest  city  in  New 
York  State.  A beautiful  view  of  the  river  and  the  Catskill  Mountains  may  be 
had  from  Promenade  Hill.  Here  one  may  see  the  State  Firemen’s  Home  and 
the  N.  Y.  State  Reform  School  for  Girls.  There  are  large  cement  and  knitting 
mills,  and  it  is  said  that  more  ice  tools  and  machinery  are  made  here  than 
anywhere  else  in  the  country.  Kinderhook  (Children’s  Corner)  is  one  of  the 
oldest  and  most  beautiful  towns  in  the  State.  Its  name  appears  on  Block  s 
chart  of  the  Hudson,  1614-16,..  The  present  name  of  no  other  locality  in  the 
State  thus  appears.  Before  the  days  of  railroads  it  was  one  of  the  pricipal 
towns  thru  which  the  Old  Post  Road  passed.  The  137th  milestone  still  stands, 
opposite  the  grove  near  the  cemetery.  Inns,  stores  and  mills  were  then  numer- 
ous. Travel  flowed  thither  from  as  far  east  as  Pittsfield.  The  Academy  was 
long  famous.  Society  was  of  the  best.  Kinderhook  was  known  at  first  as  the 
Athens  of  Albany  County,”  and  later  as  that  of  Columbia.  There  are  ten  o 
more  pre-Revolutionary  houses  in  or  near  the  village.  On  the  right  as  one 
approaches  the  village  from  the  south  is  a fine  example  of  the  old  time  ho 
stead  of  the  better  class.  Built  in  1721  by  Stephen  Van  Alen  it  remained  ln 
the  family  for  over  a century,  later  passing  to  the  Beekmans,  Harders,  Chrys- 
lers,  Cannadays  and  others.  It  belongs  at  the  present  time  to  W.  B.  Van

Alstyne.  Opposite  the  Brick  Church  is  the  Van  Schaack  mansion,  built  1774, 
and  spoken  of  by  Abraham  Lott  as  “a  castle.”  More  recently  it  was  owned  by 
Thomas  Beekman  and  later  by  the  widow  of  Hon.  A.  J.  Vanderpoel.  Many 
notable  personages  have  visited  this  historic  mansion.  The  captive  Burgoyne 
was  entertained  here  while  his  paroled  army,  camped  to  the  northward,  bought 
supplies  with  counterfeit  money.  The  house  north  of  this  was  built  by  Peter 
Van  Schaack,  whom  Chancellor  Kent  pronounced  one  of  the  three  best  jurists 
of  the  State.  He  was  not  responsible,  however,  for  the  present  roof  and  adorn- 
ments. Near  the  center  of  the  village  is  the  very  old  house  of  Mr.  Farrar, 
which  was  used  both  as  a dwelling  and  a fort  during  the  raids  of  marauding 
Indians.  It  was  surrounded  by  a strong  stockade.  About  75  feet  southeast  of 
the  spacious  lawn  of  the  Whiting-Reynolds-Bain-Earll  mansion  stood  the 
small  inn  where  Martin  VanBuren  was  born.  A mile  north  of  the  village,  on 
the  old  Post  Road,  is  the  quaint  Van  Alen  homestead,  built  1737.  Here  Katrina 
Van  Tassel  lived.  A little  beyond  is  the  site  of  the  schoolhouse  where  Jesse 
Merwin,  prototype  of  Ichabod  Crane  and  Irving’s  cherished  friend,  taught  his 
pupils.  His  grave  is  near  that  of  Martin  VanBuren.  VanBuren’s  modest 
monument  in  the  well-kept  cemetery  should  be  seen.  About  a mile  beyond  is 
Lindenwald,  where  Irving  served  as  tutor  and  VanBuren  spent  the  later  years 
of  his  life.  The  great  entrance  hall,  with  its  picturesque  wallpaper  of  that 
time,  should  be  seen.  Here  many  a famous  banquet  was  held.  Long  before 
VanBuren’s  day  this  was  the  home  of  Peter  Van  Ness,  father  of  famous  sons. 
Mr.  VanBuren  enlarged  and  improved  it  somewhat.  He  erected  the  tower. 
Lindenwald  was  the  Mecca  sought  by  hosts  of  tourists  and  pilgrims,  among 
whom  were  many  of  the  prominent  men  of  the  time.  The  burning  of  the  old 
Dutch  Church  40  years  ago  consumed  the  great  square  pew  where  VanBuren 
used  to  sit,  as  well  as  the  spot  on  the  wall  behind  it  where  he  leaned  his  head.

Route  Center — The  intersection  of  State  and  Pearl  Sts.  is  taken  for  the  start 
of  all  routes  from  Albany,  as  it  is  located  in  the  center  of  the  business  section, 
convenient  to  hotels,  garages  and  the  State  House. 

Points  of  Interest — Albany,  founded  by  the  Dutch  in  1623,  is  built  on  ter- 
raced hills  which  command  fine  views  of  the  river.  It  was  named  Fort  Orange 
and  was  a fur  trading  center  of  some  magnitude.  Its  greatest  attraction  to 
the  tourist  is  the  State  Capitol,  at  the  top  of  State  Hill.  It  is  French  Renais- 
sance in  style,  300  ft.  wide  and  400  ft.  deep,  and  covers,  with  the  grounds,  over 
four  acres.  It  was  begun  in  1867.  Thirty  years  were  required  to  complete  it, 
and  $25,000,000  were  spent.  Many  changes  were  made  from  the  original  plans 
of  the  architect,  Fuller,  during  the  coursd  of  construction.  Guide  books  may 
be  obtained  in  the  building.  Among  the  other  public  buildings  are  State  Hall 
and  City  Hall,  Eagle  Street  and  Maiden  Lane;  the  newly  completed  State 
Education  Building,  Washington  Ave.  and  Swan  St.  The  latter  cost  $3,500,000 
to  construct.  Among  the  churches  are  the  Cathedral  of  the  Immaculate  Con- 
ception and  the  Episcopal. Cathedral  of  All  Saints.  The  Albany  Academy  for 
Boys  is  a historic  school.  Washington  and  Beaver  Parks  amply  repay  a visit. 
Albany  was  the  seat  of  the  Dutch  patroon  for  the  region  about.  The  first  of 
these  was  Killian  van  Rensselaer  and  the  last  was  Gen.  Stephen  Van  Rensse- 
laer, who  died  in  1838,  after  the  system  had  been  abolished  for  over  sixty  years. 
About  the  middle  of  the  18th  century  the  first  of  the  provincial  congresses  that 
eventually  led  to  the  Revolution  was  held  in  Albany.  Bret  Harte,  the  author, 
was  born  in  Albany,  in  1839-  For  Tr.oy  points  see  page  206,

Descriptive  Outline— Leaving  Albany,  via  State  Street  we  pass  the  State 
Capitol,  which  cost  $25,000,000,  and  follow  a straight  road  into  Schenectady, 
a busy  manufacturing  city  with  tremendous  industrial  enterprises.  The  city, 
one  of  the  oldest  in  the  State,  was  founded  by  the  early  Dutch  settlers  under 
Ardent  Van  Curler  in  1661.  An  Indian  monument  on  Washington  Ave.  marks 
the  site  of  an  Indian  Massacre  (1690).  The  old  Glen-Sanders  mansion,  across 
the  river  in  Scotia,  was  built  in  1713,  although  parts  of  it  are  older.  The 
Mabie  House  in  Rotterdam,  a short  distance  out  of  Schenectady,  is  the  oldest 
house  in  the  Mohawk  Valley,  having  been  built  in  1690.  The  birthplace  of 
Gov.  Yates  (built  1735)  is  on  lower  Union  St.  The  Mohawk  Club  stands  on 
the  site  of  the  home  of  the  founder  of  the  city.  The  site  of  the  old  Stockade 
is  now  marked  by  monument  and  tablets.  The  first  locomotive  was  manufac- 
tured in  Schenectady,  which  was  the  terminus  of  the  first  railroad  in  the  coun- 
try. The  original  station  is  still  standing.  The  largest  industry  in  the  city  is 
that  of  The  General  Electric  Co.,  whose  immense  plant  may  be  seen  to  the 
south  on  the  River  Road.  Here  are  employed  over  18,000  people.  The  Ameri- 
can Locomotive  Co.  employs  over  13,000.  Union  College,  one  of  the  first  ten 
colleges  in  this  country,  was  attended  by  John  Howard  Payne,  author  of 
“Home,  Sweet  Home,”  to  whom  a monument  is  erected  at  the  entrance  to  the 
college.  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of  the  U.  S.,  was  a student  here.  From 
Schenectady  we  turn  north  thru  Ballston  Spa,  the  home  of  several  paper  mills. 
West’s  Spring,  whose  waters  are  similar  to  those  of  Saratoga,  is  located  here.

It  passes  thru 
Cohoes  and  Waterford,  two  manufacturing  cities  which  are  really  a part  of 
Troy.  North  of  Cohoes  are  the  Falls  of  the  Mohawk,  adjacent  to  which  is 
situated  the  Harmony  Cotton  Mills.  From  Waterford  we  run  between  the 
Champlain  Canal  and  the  Hudson  River  into  Mechanicsville.  This  was  the 
home  of  Col.  E.  E.  Ellsworth,  the  first  to  capture  a Confederate  flag  in  the 
Civil  War.  The  monument  over  his  grave,  surmounted  by  an  eagle,  may  be  seen 
when  entering  the  city  via  South  Main  St.  Enjoyable  side  trips  may  be  made 
to  Saratoga  Lake,  Round  Lake,  or  to  Bemis  Heights,  where  the  Battle  of 
Saratoga  was  fought  (1 777)-  Here  markers  show  the  points  of  extraordinary 
interest.  Mechanicville  is  principally  known  for  its  bricks,  although  it  is  said 
that  the  second  largest  paper  mills  in  the  country  are  there.  From  Mechanic- 
ville the  road  is  comparatively  direct  to  Saratoga  Springs  (see  Route  221). 
A side  trip  from  Malta  will  take  us  to  Saratoga  Lake,  a beautiful  sheet  of 
water.

Descriptive  Outline — This  is  the  principal  trunk  line  across  the  State  and 
ollows  the  beautiful  Mohawk  River  Valley.  At  Schenectady  (see  Route  72) 
^e  make  connection  for  Saratoga  and  Lake  George  and  also  for  a route  to 
Sharon  Springs  and  Richfield  Springs.  The  Mohawk  Valley  was  formerly 
-oamed  by  the  Mohawk  Indians,  a tribe  of  the  “Six  Nations,”  and  some  of  their 
descendants  still  live  along  the  valley.  Amsterdam  is  a manufacturing  city 
wjth  large  cotton  mills.  At  the  apposite  side  of  the  river,  Auriesville,  is  a 
monument  to  Father  Jogues,  a Jesuit  priest  who  was  captured  by  the  Iroquois 
and  killed  in  1646.  Tribes  Hill,  where  a diverging  route  runs  to  Sacandaga 
Park,  was  so  named  on  account  of  its  being  the  meeting  place  of  the  Indians. 
At  Palatine  Bridge  a diverging  route  runs  south  to  Sharon  Springs.  Farther 
along  is  the  old  Herkimer  Mansion  and  Monument  to  Nicholas  Herkimer,  who 
died  here  after  having  been  wounded  in  the  Battle  of  Oriskany  in  1777.  Little 
Falls  is  so  named  from  the  falls  of  the  Mohawk,  which  descend  here  thru  a 
picturesque  gorge  thru  the  hills.  The  rocks  which  are  exposed  to  view  along 
the  gorge  are  a part  of  the  earliest  formation  on  the  continent.  Crossing  the 
river  and  the  Erie  Canal  we  enter  Utica  (see  Route  281). 

Special  Notice— Construction  on  this  road  during  1912  will  probably  require 
a detour  thru  S.  Schenectady,  Rynex  Corners,  Mariaville  and  Minaville  ■ into 
Amsterdam.

Descriptive  Outline — This  route  follows  the  preceding  route  to  Tribes  Hill, 
where  it  turns  right  onto  a stretch  of  State  macadam  which  takes  us  thru 
Johnstown.  Here  was  the  residence  of  Sir  William  Johnson,  who  was  one  of 
the  early  settlers  and  had  great  influence  with  the  Mohawk  Indians.  As  a 
reward  for  his  victory  at  Lake  George  he  was  created  a Baronet  and  received 
a large  grant  of  land  near  the  city,  where  the  old  stone  mansion  may  still  be 
seen.  He  is  said  to  have  been  the  father  of  100  children.  One  of  his  wives  was 
the  sister  of  the  famous  chieftain,  Joseph  Brandt.  Gloversville  is  so  named 
on  account  of  its  glove  factories,  the  principal  one  of  which  is  that  of  Meyer. 
Beyond  Gloversville  the  State  road  extends  to  Sacandaga  Park,  a pleasant 
summer  resort  with  a fine  hotel.  The  road  north  thru  the  hills  to  Indian  Lake 
is  very  rough  and  is  not  recommended  for  general  travel.

Descriptive  Outline— This  route  leaves  Route  83  and  joins  the  Cherry  Valley 
Turnpike  into  Sharon  Springs,  a popular  summer  resort  situated  1200  ft.  above 
the  sea  and  famous  for  its  sulphur  and  chalybeate  springs  and  mud  baths. 
From  the  Pavilion  Hotel  there  is  a magnificent  view  of  the  Adirondacks. 
Farther  along  we  pass  thru  Cherry  Valley,  the  scene  of  an  atrocious  massacre 
which  occurred  in  1778.  Those  of  the  inhabitants  who  were  not  murdered 
were  taken  prisoners  by  the  Tories  and  their  Indian  allies.  Richfield  Springs 
is  another  popular  resort  with  numerous  hotels  and  cottages  located  about  one 
mile  north  of  Candarago  Lake.  It  has  17  sulphur  springs  and  commodious 
bath-houses.  There  are  several  interesting  drives  to  nearby  points  of  mteres  , 
such  as  Lake  Otsego  and  Cooperstown.  We  now  pass  thru  several  smal  vi  - 
lages  into  Cazenovia,  at  the  foot  of  a charming  lake  which  empties  into  Lake 
Oneida.  Gen.  Joseph  Hawley’s  house  still  stands  on  Nelson  St.  At  the  foot 
of  Lake  Owahgena  is  the  residence  of  Chas.  S.  Fairchild,  Secretary  of  t e 
Treasury  under  Cleveland.  The  most  attractive  drives  are  those  to  Lake 
Owahgena,  Chittenango  Falls  and  the  drive  of  ten  miles  around  the  lake.

Other  points  of  interest  are  briefly  outlined  at  the  headings  of  the  several 
routes  in  this  section. 

Points  of  Interest  I opographically  Long  Island  is  part  of  the  huge  glacial 
moraine  that  extends  westward  far  across  the  North  American  continent.  Jt 
marks  the  end  of  the  gigantic  ice  cap  that  at  one  time  covered  nearly  the  whole 
of  the  upper  half  of  our  continent.  The  hills  along  the  north  shore  of  Long 
Island  were  once  rounded,  and  they  sloped  gradually  down  to  the  water’s  edge. 
The  tides  have  eaten  away  the  base  of  these  hills  until  that  side  that  was 
towards  the  shore  has  become  a series  of  sandy  cliffs  that  drop  abruptly  from 
their  summits  to  the  level  of  the  water.  The  hills  are  for  the  most  part  fairly 
well  wooded.  The  trees  are  the  ordinary  American  hard  wood,  such  as 
hickory,  chestnut,  maple,  etc.  The  South  shore  is  flat  and  is  cut  by  a large 
number  of  bays  and  inlets.  It  is  comparatively  uninteresting  from  a topo- 
graphic point  of  view.  It  has  great  popularity  as  a location  for  numerous  sum- 
mer resorts,  as  it  is  easy  of  access  for  the  New  Yorker.

Descriptive  Outline  Crossing  the  magnificent  bridge  which  spans  East 
River,  its  middle  supports  resting  on  Blackwell’s  Island,  the  tourist  emerges 
into  Long  Island  City,  a part  of  the  Borough  of  Queens,  L.  I. 

Long  Island  City  was  first  settled  near  what  is  now  known  as  North  Beach 
(1638).  It  is  now  devoted  principally  to  manufacturing.  There  are  several  im- 
portant industries  there,  among  which  are  the  Steinway  Piano  factory  and  the 
Standard  Oil  Company.  Abram  D.  Ditmars  was  its  first  Mayor.  Winfield  and 
Corona  are  rapidly  growing  suburbs.  In  Flushing  there  is  what  is  said  to  be 
the  oldest  landmark  on  Long  Island.  This  is  Jackson’s  tide-mill  on  Jackson’s 
Creek.  In  1672  William  Penn  sent  George  Fox,  the  famous  Quaker  preacher, 
to  blushmg  to  win  its  inhabitants  over  to  the  Quaker  faith.  The  house  in 
which  he  was  sheltered  belonged  to  Bowne,  whose  descendants  still  own  it  It 
is  said  to  have  been  built  in  1661.  The  oldest  Quaker  meeting  house  in  the 
country  (built  1606)  is  still  standing  in  Flushing.  The  Garretson  House  (1642) 
on  Main  St.  was  used  as  a hospital  during  the  Revolution,  and  the  church 
across  the  street  was  used  as  a stable.  At  Roslyn  William  Cullen  Bryant 
made  his  home  for  many  years.  His  house,  “Cedarmere,”  is  annually  visited 
by  many  pilgrims.  His  grave,  surmounted  by  his  simple  monument,  may  be

William  J.  Gaynor,  of  New  York  City.  Scuthold  was  settled  in  1648  by  Rev. 
John  Youngs  and  a party  of  English  dissenters,  who  were  later  joined  by  a 
group  of  Huguenots.  - John  Youngs,  son  of  the  founder,  later  became  famous 
as  statesman  and  soldier.  His  house  may  still  be  seen,  as  may  the  house  of 
Benjamin  L’Hommedieu,  whose  grandson,  Ezra,  was  a man  of  national  impor- 
tance during  the  Revolutionary  period.

Via  South  Shore  of  Long  Island;  mostly  fine  macadam  and  shell  to 
Patchogue;  balance  good  graz’d  and  dirt.  For  greater  convenience,  this 
route  is  begun  at  Queensboro  Bridge. 

Descriptive  Outline — This  route  diverges  from  Route  101  at  Jamaica,  a 
prospei  ous  section  of  the  Borough  of  Queens.  Here  one  may  see  the  Peace 
Monument.  I hru  Freeport  we  reach  Babylon,  the  fashionable  resort  on  the 
Great  South  Bay.  This  town  has  many  historic  traditions.  The  old  Montfort 
Mill  (built  1680)  is  one  of  the  oldest  mills  on  Long  Island.  The  oldest  house 
in  the  town  is  near  the  Huntington  line.  This  was  built  by  Capt.  Conklin, 
who  was  forced  to  serve  on  one  of  Capt.  Kidd’s  voyages.  He,  with  several 
others,  later  escaped  from  Kidd’s  vessel  while  it  lay  in  Cold  Spring  Harbor. 
Prince  Joseph  Bonaparte,  brother  of  Napoleon  and  King  of  Spain,  stopped  at 
the  Inn.  At  Babylon  there  is  a ferry  connection  to  Fire  Island.  We  pass 
many  fine  estates,  among  which  is  the  estate  of  W.  K.  Vanderbilt  at  Oakdale 
(47.4  m).  Patchogue  is  one  of  the  largest  resorts  on  the  Island.  Its  name 
meant  to  the  Indians  “surrounded  by  many  waters.”  On  one  side  is  the  Great 
South  Bay  and  around  about  are  six  lakes.  The  nearby  shore  is  interesting 
and  Blue  Point  is  famous  for  its  oysters.  Other  resorts  are  passed  en  route, 
some  of  the  most  interesting  being  Westhampton  and  Canoe  Place.  At  the 
latter  there  is  a wooden  image  in  front  of  the  Inn.  Crossing  the  canal  the  road 
runs  over  the  Shinnecock  Hills.  Here  are  the  Shinnecock  Golf  Club  and  the  In- 
dian Reservation.  Southampton  has  many  fine  estates.  The  main  street  was 
laid  out  by  the  Rev.  Abraham  Pierson  in  1648.  A drive  around  Lake  Agawam 
is  one  of  the  most  charming  trips  in  the  vicinity.  The  picturesque  windmills 
here  and  at  Easthampton  have  been  painted  by  many  artists.  Easthampton 
was  the  home  of  John  Howard  Payne  and  Dr.  Lyman  Beecher.  A side  trip 
may  be  made  to  Montauk  Point.  This  was  the  regal  city  of  the  Montauk 
Indians,  the  rulers  of  all  the  tribes  on  the  Island.  It  has  evidences  of  many 
large  and  well  built  forts  of  purely  Indian  style.  Here  was  the  large  Indian 
burying  ground.  It  is  said  that  when  the  body  of  Poggatacut  was  being  car- 
ried to  the  burial  ground  the  bearers  set  the  bier  down.  They  made  a hole 
about  a foot  across  to  mark  the  spot.  This  spot  was  kept  free  from  all  litter 
for  many  years.  The  Indians  would  allow  no  rubbish  in  it.  At  Sag  Harbor 
there  is  a ferry  to  Shelter  Island.  This  is  the  smallest  township  in  Suffolk 
County.  Having  passed  thru  the  hands  of  several  persons  it  was  finally  bought 
by  four  men  for  1,600  pounds  of  “good  merchantable  Muscovardo  sugar.”  Its 
Indian  name  signified  the  “island  sheltered  by  islands,”  but  some  say  that  the 
name  was  derived  from  the  fact  that  it  was  always  a place  of  refuge.  The 
present  Manor  House  is  very  near  the  site  of  the  original  house  built  by  Syl- 
vester, one  of  the  four  men  who  owned  the  Island.  The  old  burying  ground 
is  visited  every  summer  by  hundreds.  In  its  center  is  an  imposing  shaft  cov- 
ered with  quaint  inscriptions.  There  are  splendid  drives.  At  Shelter  Island 
Heights  the  automobilist  may  take  a ferry  for  Bridgeport.

Descriptive  Outline.— Leaving  via  the  Williamsburg  Bridge,  one  of  the 
largest  suspension  bridges  in  the  world,  we  follow  Bedford  Ave.,  principal 
motor  driveway  thru  the  thickly  settled  part  of  Brooklyn.  We  pass  statues 
of  Generals  Grant  and  Slocum,  and  enter  Prospect  Park,  a beautiful  spot, 
second  only  to  Central  Park.  It  was  here  that  the  brave  Maryland  Regiment 
saved  the  American  troops  from  utter  rout  on  Aug.  27,  1776.  See  the  Maryland 
Monument  on  Lookout  Hill,  erected  in  1885.  On  the  East  drive  is  the  Battle 
Pass  Tablet,  marking  the  outer  line  of  defense  in  this  histone  battle,  lhe 
Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Monument,  at  the  entrance  to  the  park,  was  designed 
bv  John  H.  Duncan.  Within  the  park  are  a museum,  and  statues  of  Payne, 
Irving,  Lincoln  and  others.  Coney  Island  is  a part  of  the  original  grant  made 
to  Lady  Moody  in  1643,  who  laid  out  the  town  of  Gravesend.  It  was  called 
by  the  Indians  “Narrioch,”  and  -by  the  Dutch  “Conynge  Hook.  The  first 
hotel  was  built  in  1829,  but  not  until  1844  did  it  become  an  amusement  resort 
There  are  many  quaint  old  Dutch  houses  in  the  vicinity,  indicating  the  ancient 
settlement  of  this  part  of  Long  Island.  Modern  Coney  Island  is  the  most 
widely  known  amusement  resort  in  America,  and  is  visited  by  thousands  every

Points  of  Interest  Traversing  the  old  Brooklyn  Bridge,  which  in  its  day 
was  one  of  the  world’s  wonders,  we  enter  the  heart  of  Brooklyn,  or  what 
wa^  formerly  known  as  Brooklyn  Heights,  its  chief  points  of  interest  being 
outlined  in  Route  121.  Turning  right  into  Fourth  Ave.,  we  pass  to 
the  left  of  the  old  Gowanus  Canal.  Greenwood  Cemetery,  which  we  pass  on 
the  !efq  was  opened  in  1842,  and  to  date  there  have  been  nearly  one-half 
million  interments.  There  are  many  monuments  and  memorials,  among  the 
more  conspicuous  of  which  are  the  Mackay  Mausoleum,  Statues  of  Henry 
Ward  Beecher,  S.  F.  B.  Morse  and  DeWitt  Clinton. 

Bay  Ridge  Parkway  follows  the  shore  line  closely,  and  is  the  only  driveway 
of  this  character  in  Greater  New  York.  Magnificent  residences  line  the  upper 
side  of  the  drive.  A conspicuous  feature  is  the  Crescent  Athletic  Club  House 
and  Boat  House.  Fort  Hamilton  was  established  in  1808  as  a military  reserva- 
tion,  but  the  present  fort  dates  from  1825.  General  T.  J.  (Stonewall)  Jackson 
and  Robert  E.  Lee  were  stationed  here  prior  to  the  Civil  War.  Originally 
there  stood  on  this  spot  the  old  Simon  Cortelyou  house,  used  by  General  Howe 
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Long  Island  Section  Route  12  8 

a permit  in  advance.  A short  distance  from  the  shore  is  old  Fort  Lafayette, 
originally  called  Ft.  Diamond,  on  account  of  the  shape  of  the  reef  upon  which 
it  was  constructed.  The  fort  occupies  a commanding  position  facing  the 
“Narrows.”  It  was  here  that  Verazzano  first  sighted  New  York  Harbor 

in  1524-

Descriptive  Outline — This  is  one  of  the  most  popular  trips  in  Pennsylvania, 
ascending  as  it  does  the  Valley  of  the  Delaware  River,  the  old  Indian  Minisink, 
meaning  “the  water  is  gone.”  This  undoubtedly  has  reference  to  the  ancient  lake 
that  occupied  this  basin  and  was  drained  by  breaking  thru  the  Kittatinny  Range. 
Bushkill  lies  at  the  junction  of  the  Big  and  Little  Bushkill  Creeks,  the  falls  of 
Little  Bushkill  being  the  most  beautiful  in  this  district.  At  this  point  the 
river  makes  the  famous  Wallpack  Bend  or  Fiddler’s  Elbow.  Near  Bushkill 
is  Forest  Park  Hotel.  Dingman’s  Ferry,  with  an  old  ferry  and  ruined  bridge, 
rises  at  the  mouth  of  the  old  Dingman’s  Creek.  Near  the  village  are  numer- 
ous waterfalls  and  3 miles  up  the  creek  is  Childs  Park,  beyond  which  lies 
Silver  Lake,  near  the  headwaters  of  the  stream.  Milford  lies  near  the  mouth 
of  the  Sawkill,  the  falls  of  which  are  one  mile  away.  Near  the  village  is  the 
experimenting  station  of  the  Yale  School  of  Forestry,  endowed  by  the  Pinchot 
family.  The  magnificent  old  Pinchot  Mansion  with  its  fine  driveway  is  worthy 
of  note.  South  of  Milford  is  Otters.  Cliff  with  a fine  view  of  the  valley.  The 
scenery  in  and  around  this  point  is  wild  and  rugged  and  this  section  is  a 
favorite  resort  of  artists.  The  road  continues  along  the  shaly  bluffs  on  the 
left  with  other  magnificent  views  as  we  cross  the  Delaware  into  Port  Jervis.

Via  Mount  Pocono.  Fair  mountain  roads;  steepest  grades  on  boule- 
vard entering  Scranton;  some  water-bars  and  rough  roads  betzveen  Toby- 
hanna  and  Moscow. 

Descriptive  Outline — From  the  Gap  we  cross  Cherry  Creek  and  ascend  the 
steep  slope  to  Godfrey  Ridge,  descending  across  Mt.  Michaels  Creek  into 
Stroudsburg.  This  beautiful  mountain  resort,  situated  at  the  foothills  of  the 
Pocono  Range,  has  been  called  “The  Summer  Capital  of  the  summer  resorts.” 
It  is  the  place  of  refuge  sought  by  the  survivors  of  the  Wyoming  Massacre. 
It  was  the  home  of  the  Chieftain  Tcedyuscong.  Beyond  we  begin  the  long 
ascent  of  Pocono  Mountain,  following  Brodheads  Creek.  In  the  vicinity  of 
Mt.  Pocono  are  a number  of  summer  hotels  whose  announcements  may  be 
found  on  other  pages.  At  Tobyhanna  we  begin  the  descent  of  the  west  slope 
of  the  Alleghenys,  soon  coming  to  the  inevitable  toll-gate  as  we  enter  Scranton. 
This  city,  founded  1841  by  Col.  George  W.  Scranton,  is  the  home  of  St. 
Thomas  (R.  C.)  College  and  the  International  Correspondence  Schools, 
claimed  to  be  the  largest  institution  of  instruction  in  the  world,  since  it  has 
enrolled  over  one  million  students.  A run  of  15  miles  to  the  southward  takes 
one  to  the  scene  of  the  Wyoming  Massacre  (1778).  Lake  Winona,  18  miles 
northwest  of  Scranton,  is  a beautiful  mountain  lake  resort.  The  points  of 
interest  are  the  Correspondence  Schools,  coal  breakers  and  mines,  Museum  of 
Natural  History  and  the  Oral  School  for  Deaf  and  Dumb  Children.  Twenty- 
five  per  cent  of  the  world’s  coal  supply  is  mined  in  Scranton  and  its  suburbs, 
the  annual  production  being  about  20,000,000  tons.  One-third  of  the  silk  manu- 
factured in  the  United  States  is  produced  within  a radius  of  16  miles  from 
Scranton.

Newburgh  is  one  of  the  historic  spots  of  the  Revolution.  It  is  beautifully 
located  on  the  Hudson  River  with  an  abundance  of  mountain  and  river 
scenery,  and  was  first  permanently  settled  in  1708  by  fugitives  from  the 
Franco-German  War,  who  were  called  Palatines.  The  name  Newburgh  was 
first  applied  to  the  village  in  1743,  it  becoming  a city  in  1865.  The  most  inter- 
esting point  in  the  city  is  the  old  Hasbrouck  House,  which  was  used  by  Wash- 
ington as  his  headquarters  1782-83;  it  contains  many  interesting  relics  of 
Washington  and  Lafayette,  and  is  well  worth  a visit.  Here  Col.  Nicolay,  thru 
the  people,  offered  Washington  the  crown  and  power  of  a king.  (1750.)  At 
Vail’s  Gate,  four  miles  south  of  Newburgh,  is  the  Ellison  House,  once  the 
Headquarters  of  Generals  Knox,  Greene  and  Gates.  Here  Washington  stayed 
so  late  at  a dance  given  by  pretty  Lucy  Knox  that  Mrs.  Washington  became 
quite  wrought  up  about  it.  The  land  about  the  old  mansion  has  been  made 
into  a park,  and  the  “Tower  of  Victory”  was  erected  on  the  bank  of  the  river 
nearby  to  commemorate  the  successful  close  of  the  Revolution.  Across  the 
river  is  Beacon  Hill,  where  beacon  fires  burned  during  the  Revolution,  and 
where  a monument  now  stands.  Polopel  Island,  a military  prison  during  the 
war,  is  nearby.  Opposite  the  hotel  is  the  old  Court  House,  and  there  are 
many  other  imposing  public  buildings.  The  observatory  in  Downing  Park 
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Newburgh  Section  Route  171 

commands  a fine  view.  Many  drives  are  offered  to  the  tourists  to  nearby 
points,  such  as  the  Old  Mansion  where  the  “Dutch  Loan”  was  deposited,  an 
where  the  big  chain  was  forged  by  Peter  Townsend  to  be  stretched  across 
the  Hudson  to  keep  the  British  from  passing.  The  Old  Continental  Road  is 
the  way  over  which  troops  and  supplies  were  transported  to  the  Continenta 
Army.  Temple  Hill  Monument  marks  the  site  of  the  General  Headquarters, 
standing  on  the  spot  originally  occupied  by  the  Temple  in  which  the  Societj 
of  the  Cincinnati  was  organized  and  held  its  first  meeting. 

Among  well  known  men  of  their  times  who  have  made  their  homes  in  New- 
burgh were  Gen.  Geo.  Clinton,  once  Governor  of  New  York;  his  statue  stands 
in  Clinton  Square;  W.  H.  Seward,  Secretary  of  State  under  Lincoln,  and  W.  W. 
Belknap,  Secretary  of  War  under  Grant;  N.  P.  Willis,  poet;  ex-Governor  B.  B. 
Odell,  who  lives  on  Liberty  street.

Descriptive  Outline — As  one  motors  down  Grand  St.  this  route  turns  left  at 
the  old  “Balmville  Tree”  and  follows  the  hill  road,  with  occasional  fine  views, 
into  New  Paltz,  which  is  the  starting  point  for  tours  to  Lake  Mohonk  (autos 
not  allowed)  and  Lake  Minnewaska,  two  charming  resorts  near  the  summit  of 
the  Shawangunk  Mountains.  Lake  Mohonk  (1,245  feet)  and  Lake  Minnewaska 
(1,800  feet)  have  excellent  hotels;  all  on  the  temperance  plan.  From  the 
crest  of  the  Shawangunk  Mountains  excellent  views  of  the  Rondout  and  Wall- 
kill  Valleys  are  obtained,  the  best  being  had  from  Sky  Top  (i,550  feet).  At 
Lake  Mo'honk  are  held  the  famous  Mohonk  Conferences  relating  to  the 
American  Indian  and  International  Arbitration.  Leaving  New  Paltz,  we  follow 
the  Wallkill  Valley  on  excellent  macadam  into  Kingston,  which  was  united 
with  the  village  of  Rondout  in  1905.  The  latter  is  a corruption  of  Ronduit, 
meaning  a fort  or  redoubt.  Among  the  interesting  points  about  old  Kingston 
is  the  Senate  House,  built  in  1676,  which  was  the  first  home  of  the  Legislature. 
Here  also  was  the  scene  of  many  Revolutionary  events.  The  village  was 
burned  by  the  British  in  1777.

Points  of  Interest — Kingston  is  situated  on  the  heights  a little  back  from 
the  river.  The  city  now  includes  both  Kingston  and  Rondout  (meaning  a fort), 
the  two  having  been  consolidated  in  1905.  The  city  is  the  terminus  for  the 
Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  which  was  built  in  1825-8  to  provide  shipping 
facilities  for  the  shipment  of  coal  from  Pennsylvania.  Of  interest  to  the 
historian  is  the  old  Senate  House  (built  1676)  which  was  the  first  home  of  the 
State  Legislature  when  Kingston  was  the  Capital  of  the  State.  Sixteen  miles 
from  the  city  the  construction  of  the  Ashokan  Reservoir  is  being  carried  out. 
This  is  regarded  by  many  engineers  as  being  a work  that  outranks  the  Panama 
Canal  in  the  problems  that  need  to  be  solved.  The  reservoir  will  have  a stor- 
age capacity  of  127,000,000,000  gallons  when  completed.  The  length  of  the 
shore  line  will  be  approximately  40  miles  and  the  length  of  the  reservoir  will 
be  12  miles.  Its  maximum  width  will  be  2.9  miles  and  nearly  13  square  miles 
will  have  been  submerged.  Over  11  miles  of  railroad  must  be  torn  up  and 
1^/2  miles  of  new  line  must  be  laid.  Nearly  64  miles  of  highway  will  be  dis- 
continued and  25  miles  of  new  roads  will  be  built.  The  reservoir  will  cover 
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the  present  site  of  seven  villages  and  32  cemeteries,  containing  in  the  aggre- 
gate 2,400  bodies,  will  have  to  be  moved.  The  total  cost  of  this  tremendous 
undertaking  is  estimated  at  $250,000,000.  The  main  dam  of  the  Reservoir  rests 
upon  a foundation  sunk  to  200  feet  below  the  level  of  Esopus  Creek.  This 
foundation  is  solid  concrete  and  is  150  ft.  at  the  base.  It  rises  to  a height  of 
200  ft.  above  the  present  water  level,  and  tapers  to  a width  of  30  ft.  at  the  top. 
When  completed,  the  reservoir  will  have  a magnificent  macadam  boulevard 
encircling  it.  This  drive-way  will  be  lined  with  a double  row  of  shade  trees 
and  at  night  it  will  be  illuminated  with  thousands  of  electric  lights.

Descriptive  Outline — This  route  skirts  the  Hudson  River  along  the  eastern 
base  of  the  Catskill  Mountains,  and  affords  splendid  views  of  the  river  and 
mountains.  Saugerties  is  one  of  the  principal  gateways  to  the  Catskills,  with 
roads  leading  to  Phcenecia  and  Palenville.  Catskill  is  another  important  en- 
trance to  the  mountains.  The  favorite  route  to  Cooperstown  is  via  Catskill 
and  Oneonta.  After  passing  thru  several  old  Dutch  villages  we  reach  Albany.

Descriptive  Outline — This  is  one  of  two  principal  routes  to  the  Catskill* 
Mountains,  and  circles  the  mountains  on  the  north.  One  obtains  frequent 
fine  views,  particularly  at  E.  Windham,  where  the  road  winds  up  a gorge  to 
the  summit.  The  Catskill  Mountains  are  a detached  portion  of  the  great 
Appalachian  System  and  parallel  the  Hudson  River  about  ten  miles  to  the 
west,  covering  an  area  of  about  500  sq.  miles.  It  is  supposed  that  they  take 
their  name  from  the  streams  whose  valleys  were  formerly  infested  by  wildcats. 
There  are  many  deep  ravines  or  gorges  which  cut  thru  the  mountains,  making 
the  scenery  rugged  and  picturesque.  The  Indian  name  was  Onti  Ora  (Moun- 
tains of  the  Sky).  The  principal  peaks  are  Slide  Mountain  (4,205  ft.)  and 
Hunter  Mountain  (4,025  ft.).  (See  Route  203A.)  The  eastern  slope  is  very 
precipitous  and  appears  from  the  Hudson  like  a vertical  cliff.  On  the  west  the 
mountains  slope  gradually  toward  the  western  plains  of  the  State.  These 
mountains  have  always  been  a popular  Summer  resort,  and  there  are  good 
hotels  and  boarding  houses  throughout  the  district.  We  pass  thru  Prattsville, 
named  for  Col.  Pratt,  who  painted  some  of  the  rocks  white,  giving  them  a 
fantastic  appearance.  Grand  Gorge  has  an  elevation  of  1,570  ft.  and  is  situated 
between  Irish  Mountain  and  Bald  Mountain.  Stamford,  a popular  resort,  has 
several  good  hotels.  It  is  situated  near  the  source  of  the  west  branch  of  the 
Delaware.  Nearby  is  Mt.  Utsayantha  (3,365  ft.),  which  may  be  reached  by 
road.  From  Stamford  we  descend  a picturesque  valley  into  Oneonta. 

A mile  above  this  city,  at  “Adiquentaga,”  the  Palatines  built  the  boats  in 
which  they  migrated  from  Schoharie  to  Pennsylvania.  Collier’s,  some  five 
miles  up  the  river,  was  where  Clinton  and  his  command,  “the  men  in  the  boats,” 
camped  while  on  their  way  to  join  Gen.  Sullivan’s  expedition  against  the  Iro- 
quois Indians.  Among  the  favorite  drives  in  the  vicinity  are  those  to  Arnold’s 
Pond,  Goodyear’s  Lake,  where  there  is  good  fishing,  and  to  Round  Top.  The 
rocks  on  Catamount  Hill,  and  several  other  “hill  roads”  where  there  are  mag- 
nificent views.

A connecting  route  over  mountains  with  side  trips  to  Catskill  Mountain 
House  and  Hotel  Kaaterskill.  Roads  in  greater  part  narrozv  and  winding, 
with  one  dangerous  3-mile  climb  beyond  Palenville.  Not  recommended 
for  any  but  liigh-power  cars. 

Descriptive  Outline — This  route  takes  us  thru  the  heart  of  the  Catskills  and 

if  one  has  a powerful  car,  the  trip  is  well  worth  taking.  From  Catskill  we  run 
southwest  along  a level  plain  to  the  foot  of  the  mountain  at  Palenville  at  the 
entrance  to  Kaaterskill  Clove,  a narrow  ravine  similar  to,  but  much  more  for- 
midable than,  the  famous  Crawford  Notch  of  the  White  Mtns.  On  the  right 
is  South  Mtn.  and  on  the  left  are  Round  Top  and  High  Peak.  The  road  now 
ascends  a very  steep  grade  of  3 miles  thru  the  Clove,  passing  many  beautiful 
points,  such  as  “Artist’s  Plateau”  and  “La  Belle  Falls.”  There  are  also  “Pro- 
file Rock,”  “Fawn’s  Leap”  and  “Buttermilk  Falls.”  At  the  top  of  the  Clove 
we  come  abruptly  onto  the  level  road  at  Haines  Falls — a magnificent  view 
looking  back.  At  this  point  a right-hand  road  will  take  us  to  the  Hotel 
Kaaterskill  and  Catskill  Mtn.  House,  both  of  which  occupy  splendid  points 
of  vantage  on  the  top  of  the  mountains.  These  may  also  be  reached  by  a 
path  which  turns  right  about  half  way  up  the  cliff.  Much  may  be  said 
about  the  beauty  of  the  views  and  a stay  of  several  days  is  necessary  to  see  all 
of  the  interesting  points.  There  are  numerous  walks  and  drives  thru  this 
district,  and  the  various  features  have  been  christened  with  fanciful  names, 
among  which  are  “Sunset  Rock,”  “Kaaterskill  Falls,”  “Prospect  Rock,”  “In- 
spiration Point,”  etc.  Haines  Falls  is  named  from  the  falls  at  the  head  of  the 
Clove,  the  principal  leap  being  one  of  150  ft.  From  Haines  Falls  the  road  is 
comparatively  level  to  Tannersville,  one  of  the  best  points  for  making  excur- 
sions into  the  Catskills.  Two  miles  north  is  a cottage  colony  known  as  On- 
teora  Park.  A fine  view  can  be  had  from  the  top  of  Onteora  Mtn.  (2,830  ft).

Farther  away  to  the  north  is  the  Black  Dome  (3,990  ft.).  Plattekill  Cove  ex- 


tends to  the  southeast,  but  the  road  thru  it  is  very  rough  and  dangerous,  though 
it  has  many  interesting  features.

An  indirect  but  very  picturesque  trip  thru  the  Catskills. 

Descriptive  Outline — This  route  is  rather  roundabout  on  account  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  Ashokan  Reservoir,  which  covers  a large  portion  of  the  old 
road,  and  the  new  direct  road  has  not  yet  been  completed  from  Kingston  to 
Phoenicia.  This  reservoir  will  be  the  largest  ever  built,  with  a storage  capacity 
of  130,000,000,000  gallons.  The  combined  water  surface  of  the  two  basins 
will  be  about  13  square  miles  and  the  length  of  the  shore  line  40  miles; 
maximum  width,  2.9  m,  maximum  length,  12.0  m,  and  maximum  depth,  190 
ft.  The  cost  of  the  dam  will  be  upwards  of  $10,000,000.  The  construction  will 
necessitate  the  abandonment  of  11  miles  of  railroad  and  64  miles  of  highway; 
7 villages  will  be  submerged  and  32  cemeteries  removed.  The  elevation  of  the 
reservoir  will  be  590  ft.  An  aqueduct  will  carry  the  water  across  the  Hudson 
River,  where  it  will  join  the  present  storage  system  in  Westchester 
County.  New  state  roads  will  run  from  Kingston  and  New  Paltz,  and  will 
make  this  route  considerably  shorter.  At  Mt.  Pleasant  we  intersect  the  old 
road  from  Kingston  and  at  Phoenicia  we  join  Route  203A,  which  comes  down 
from  Catskill.  We  gradually  descend  thru  Shandaken  (1,060  ft.),  whence  a

The  town  is  beautifully  situated  on  Otsego  Lake, 
called  “Glimmerglass”  by  Cooper.  This  lake  is  the  source  of  the  Susquehanna 
River.  The  site  of  the  old  dam  built  by  Gov.  Clinton  during  the  Revolution 
is  pointed  out  to  visitors.  The  principal  object  of  interest  is  the  site  of  the 
old  Cooper  Mansion  marked  by  a statue  of  an  Indian  hunter.  The  grounds 
have  been  converted  into  a park.  At  one  time  the  French  statesman,  Necker, 
and  his  daughter,  afterwards  Mme.  de  Stael,  both  owned  property  in  Coopers- 
town.  Talleyrand,  the  eminent  Frenchman,  was  once  a visitor  in  the  home  of 
the  Coopers.  The  author  lies  buried  in  the  old  graveyard  of  Christ  Church. 
The  Public  Library  has  a model  of  the  Cooper  Homestead,  the  original  of 
which  was  destroyed  by  fire,  as  well  as  many  interesting  relics  of  the  family. 
The  steamer  “Mohican”  makes  daily  trips  to  the  various  points  around 
the  lake.

On  account  of  its  superior  hotel  accommodations,  Saratoga  is  a popular  con- 
vention city.  There  are  many  interesting  drives  and  walks  and  the  visitor 
would  be  interested  in  the  Indian  Camp,  the  famous  Saratoga  Race  Track  and

drives  in  the  neighborhood  are  the  one  to  Kaydeross  Park  on  Saratoga  Lake, 
and  to  the  top  of  Mt.  McGregor  (view),  where  the  cottage  in  which  Gen.  U.  S. 
Grant  died  in  1885  is  located.  The  battle  of  Saratoga  (Oct.  1 777)>.  after  which 
engagement  Sir  John  Burgoyne  surrendered,  was  fought  a short  distance  from 
the  Springs. 

Descriptive  Outline — Running  north  from  Saratoga  we  pass  thru  several 
small  villages  crossing  the  Hudson  River  into  Glens  Falls,  so  named  from  a 
picturesque  fall  of  50  ft.  which  furnishes  power  for  numerous  industries.  The 
island  below  the  falls  was  made  the  scene  of  some  well-known  incidents  in 
Cooper’s  “Last  of  the  Mohicans”.  Beyond  Glens  Falls  our  route  passes  to 
the  left  of  Glen  Lake  descending  thru  a picturesque  ravine. 

Lake  George,  35  miles  long  and  4 miles  wide,  was  first  seen  by  a white  man 
in  mid-summer  of  1642,  when  Fr.  Isaac  Jogues,  a French  priest, . was  taken 
through  it  to  the  head  of  the  lake  by  his  captors,  the  savage  Iroquois,  who  had 
tortured  him  almost  to  the  point  of  death.  He  escaped  from  the  savages  and 
went  to  France.  He  returned  in  1646,  only  to  be  almost  immediately  killed  by 
the  tomahawk  of  an  Iroquois.  He  named  the  lake  “Lac  du  St.  Sacrement,”  by 
which  it  has  ever  been  known  by  the  French.  The  Indian  name  was  “Andia- 
ta-roc-te”  (where  the  lake  contracts).  During  the  next  hundred  years  Lakes 
George  and  Champlain  afforded  the  routes  for  the  war  parties  between  Canada 
and  the  British  Colonies.  In  1755  General  Johnson  encamped  at  its  head  and 
named  it  Lake  George  in  honor  of  George  the  Second.  The  name  Horicon, 
often  applied,  has  its  origin  in  Cooper’s  fiction.  September  8,  1755,  occurred 
the  battle  of  Lake  George,  when  the  French,  under  Baron  Dieskau,  entering 
the  valley  from  the  south,  were  met  by  Colonel  Ephraim  Williams,  and  in  a 
skirmish  in  the  defile  north  of  what  is  now  the  Halfway  House,  Williams  was 
killed.  (Williams’  monument  near  highway  marks  spot.)  Hastily  constructed 
breastworks  were  being  thrown  up  at  the  camp.  The  English  fell  back,  finally 
rallying,  when  the  main  body  defeated  the  French.  Retreating,  the  French 
arrived  at  a pool  of  water  three  miles  to  the  sbuth  and  camped  for  their  eve- 
ning meal.  Here  they  were  surprised  by  a detachment  of  English  marching 
from  Fort  Edward  to  the  lake.  A bloody  battle  ensued  and  the  English  threw

the  bodies  of  the  defeated  French  into  the  pool,  since  which  it  has  been 
called  “Bloody  Pond.”  During  the  next  year  Fort  William  Henry  was  built, 
the  site  of  which  is  now  plainly  discernible  between  the  hotel  and  station. 
Colonel  Munro  was  in  command  of  Fort  William  Henry  when,  on  March  19, 

1 757,  at  1 o’clock  in  the  morning,  Vaudreuil  with  1,500  French  and  Indians 
attacked  the  fort.  The  French  were  repulsed.  Munro  destroyed  many  batteaux 
and  sloops,  the  hulks  of  which  may  now  be  seen  at  the  bottom  of  the  lake. 
The  following  August  Montcalm  laid  siege  to  the  fort.  Munro  was  refused  aid 
by  Webb,  who  had  troops  at  Fort  Edward;  smallpox  was  raging  in  the  fort 
and,  after  a six  days’  battle,  he  surrendered.  Montcalm  promised  the  English 
protection  from  the  Indians  on  their  way  to  Fort  Edward,  but  failed  to  keep 
his  promise.  There  followed  on  the  uplands  to  the  south  an  atrocious  mas- 
sacre. Soldiers,  women  and  children  were  butchered.  The  fort  was  destroyed 
by  fire,  the  bodies  of  the  slain  English  being  piled  on  the  burning  ruins.  Mont- 
calm retired  thru  the  lake  to  Ticonderoga.  In  1758  Abercrombie  assembled 
15,000  troops  at  the  head  of  the  lake  and  sailed  away  to  his  defeat  at  Ticon- 
deroga, where  Lord  Howe  was  killed.  In  1759  Amherst  arrived  at  the  head 
of  the  lake  and  built  Fort  George,  the  ruins  of  which  now  stand  in  the  state 
park  east  of  the  railway  station,  where  a battle  monument  was  erected  by 
the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  in  1903.  This  fort  was  occupied  as  a military 
post  by  the  English  until  captured  by  the  Americans  under  Colonel  Bernard 
Romans  in  1755,  who  held  it  until  the  close  of  the  W'ar  of  the  Revolution. 

Leaving  Lake  George  the  road  bears  to  the  left  thru  a narrow  valley  cross- 
ing Schroon  River  at  Warrensburg.  We  now  follow  a narrow  winding  road 
over  the  hills  past  Tripp  P.  O.  thru  Chestertown  to  the  lower  edge  of  Loon 
Lake,  a pretty  little  sheet  of  water.  Continuing  north  thru  Pottersville  we 
pass  to  the  left  of  Schroon  Lake  (elevation  807  ft.).  The  lake  is  about  10  miles 
long  and  encompassed  by  picturesque  hills.  At  Taylor-on-Schroon  and 
Schroon  Lake  Village  there  are  several  good  hotels  and  fishing  and  hunting  in 
season.  Thence  we  follow  the  valley  of  Schroon  River  thru  several  small 
Villages,  reaching  its  source  at  Deadwater  Pond.  Crossing  a low  divide  at 
Euba  Mills  we  follow  Boquet  River  thru  “Pleasant  Valley”  into  Elizabethtown. 
This  pretty  town  is  situated  in  a basin  between  the  surrounding  hills.  The 
Boquet  River  here  curves  away  thru  Pleasant  Valley.  Here  one  finds  enjoy- 
able trips  to  Silver  Cascade,  Rice’s  Falls,  Wood  Hill,  from  which  a most  mag- 
nificent view  is  obtainable,  Cobble  Mountain,  Raven  Mountain  and  Mt.  Hurri- 
cane (elevation  5,000  ft.).  Split  Rock  Falls  are  in  an  unusually  attractive  glen.

Descriptive  Outline — This  route  follows  the  west  shore  of  Lake  George, 
affording  magnificent  views  of  the  lake  and  mountains  into  Bolton.  Bolton 
Landing  lies  just  beyond  where  a bridge  connects  with  Sagamore,  a popular 
Summer  resort.  The  road  now  circles  North  West  Bay  along  the  edge  of  the 
hills  crossing  Tongue  Mtn.  This  portion  of  the  road  is  very  steep  and  dif- 
ficult and  motorists  are  advised  to  take  the  boat  at  Bolton  Landing  to  Sabbath 
Day  Point.  This  was  the  scene  of  one  battle  during  the  French  and  Indian 
War  in  1756  and  of  another  between  the  Indians  and  Colonists  20  years  later.

Green  Mtns.  of  Vermont.  Lord  Howe  was  killed  in  the  Battle  of  Ticonderoga, 
celebrated  in  history  as  a signal  victory  for  the  small  French  army  over  the 
masses  of  English,  who  became  panic  stricken  at  the  death  of  their  beloved 
Howe  and  the  cowardice  of  their  commander,  Abercrombie,  who  skulked  in  a 
sawmill  during  the  conflict.  Two  miles  east  on  Lake  Champlain  is  old  Ft. 
Ticonderoga,  recently  restored.  Built  in  1731,  it  is  popularly  known  as  Crown 
Point  Fortress.  Both  Ft.  Ticonderoga  and  Crown  Point  were  taken  by  Ethan 
Allen  and  his  Green  Mtn.  boys  in  1775.  Port  Henry  is  a picturesque  village  on 
the  shore  of  Lake  Champlain  connected  by  ferry  with  Chimney  Point  on  the 
Vermont  shore.  The  ferry  passes  close  to  the  ruins  of  the  old  French  Fort  St.

Route  238 — Saratoga  Springs  to  Saratoga  Lake  and  Stillwater 

Descriptive  Outline — A favorite  drive  from  Saratoga  passing  an  Indian  camp 
and  the  famous  Saratoga  Racetrack,  one  of  the  best  in  the  country.  “Yaddo,” 
the  residence  of  Spencer  Trask,  is  surrounded  by  beautiful  grounds  and  visitors 
are  admitted.  Saratoga  Lake  is  a popular  resort  for  boating  and  fishing  and 
is  famous  for  its  “Saratoga  Chips.”  A small  steamer  runs  to  points  on  the  lake. 

From  Broadway  and  Union  Ave.  (4  blocks  below  Town  Hall,  see 
eity  map),  go  east  out  Union  Ave.,  past  Congress  Spring  Park  (on 
right).  Continue  direct,  crossing  trolley  just  before  reaching  the 
Lake.  One  may  return  the  same  way,  or  turn  right  and  run  back  into 
the  Round  Lake-Saratoga  route  just  below  Saratoga. 

If  continuing  to  Stillwater  cross  bridge  over  Fish  Creek  at  head  of  Lake, 
bearing  right,  following  shore  on  eastern  side  of  lake  to  Cedar  Bluff.  From 
Saratoga  to  this  point  the  roads  are  good,- but  beyond  Cedar  Bluff  and  Sulphur 
Spring  they  are  oniy  fair.  Turn  left  at  Cedar  Bluff,  across  B.  & M.  RR.; 
thence  by  “official  route,”  Daughters  of  American  Revolution. 

This  organization  has  placed  three  dark  gray  granite  guideposts, . one  at 
Cedar  Bluff,  one  at  MacComber’s  Corners  and  one  at  the  “Quaker  Church 
Corner,”  1 mile  south  of  Quaker  Springs.  Each  guidepost  bears  the  inscrip- 
tion, “To  Battlefield  1777,”  with  an  arrov^  indicating  the  direction  to  take. 

That  part  of  this  route  between  Cedar  Bluff  and  Quaker  Church  is  very  bad, 
with  deep  ruts  in  places,  several  steep,  narrow  hills  and  at  last  two  stretches 
of  sand.  Return  same  way  or  continue  east  to  bank  of  Hudson  River,  where 
join  the  route  from  Mechanvicville  and  Stillwater  to  Schuylerville.

Descriptive  Outline— Leaving  Saratoga  on  Lake  Ave.,  a direct  macadam 
road  is  followed  to  Schuylerville,  a point  of  great  historic  interest,  near  which 
place  the  battle  of  Saratoga  was  fought.  On  the  corner  of -Spring  and  Broad 
Sts  ( io  o m)  a tablet  indicates  the  camp  ground  oi  the  British  army  (i777)- 
A short  distance  to  the  left  is  the  Marshall  House  in  the  cellar  of  which 
Baroness  Riedesel  took  refuge.  To  the  right  on  Broad  St.  is  the  spot,  marked 
by  tablet  where  Burgoyne  surrendered  ,thus  securing  American  independence, 
just"  beyond,  by  turning  right  on  Burgoyne  St.,  we  reach  the  Battle  Monu- 
ment, commemorating  Burgoyne’s  surrender  and  the  close  of  one  of  the 
fifteen  decisive  battles  of  the  world.  The  monument  is  154  ft-  high  and  was 
completed  in  1883.  Among  the  other  points  of  interest  is  the  site  of  Ft. 
Hardy  (1755),  Fish  Creek  Bridge,  near  Schuyler  Mansion,  the  battlefield  of 
Saratoga  (22,000  soldiers  engaged),  and  breeman’s  farmhouse  at  Bemis  Heights 
and  the  Dovegat  House  near  Coveville,  2 miles  south. 

Leaving  Schuylerville  by  Ferry  St.,  we  cross  the  Champlain  Canal  and 
Hudson  River  through  a flat,  uninteresting  country  to  Greenwich,  where  we 
cross  Batten  Kill,  and  go  over  the  hills  to  Cambridge.  We  again  come  into  the 
valley  of  Batten  Kill,  which  we  follow  all  the  way  into  Manchester.

region  a public  park.  Vying  with  the  beauty  of  the  mountains  is  a network  of 
lakes  and  streams  which  makes  the  entire  region  as  charming  as  any  in  the 
country.  Among  the  most  popular  of  the  resorts  reached  by  the  routes  in  the 
succeeding  text  are  Lake  Placid,  Saranac  Lake,  Paul  Smiths,  Ausable  Forks, 
Ausable  Chasm,  Upper  Jay  and  Meacham  Lake  on  the  north,  and  Schroon 
Lake,  Loon  Lake,  Paradox  Lake,  Long  Lake  and  Blue  Mountain  on  the  south. 
Lake  George,  lying  at  the  foot  of  the  lake  of  that  name,  is  the  principal 
gateway  to  the  mountains  from  the  south  and  has  already  been  described  in 
Route  221.  The  principal  features  of  Adirondack  life  are  hunting,  camping 
and  fishing.  Some  of  the  “camps”  of  the  regular  visitors  are  luxuriously 
appointed.  Guides  can  be  secured  for  hunting  and  fishing  trips.

Descriptive  Outline — Leaving  Elizabethtown  via  the  main  highway  to  the 
north,  we  pass  Pokamoonshine  Mtn.  on  the  left  and  Butternut  and  Augur 
Ponds  just  beyond.  At  19  miles  a side  trip  may  be  taken  to  Ausable  Chasm, 
where  there  is  a good  hotel.  The  Chasm  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  rock 
formations  of  the  Appalachian  system.  Aside  from  this  the  scenery  is  mag- 
nificent, and  this  trip  should  be  taken  if  possible.  The  river  flows  thru  a 
narrow  gorge  between  cliffs  of  sandstone.

Descriptive  Outline — Slight  discomfort  due  to  rough  roads  is  more  than 
balanced  by  the  views  of  this  part  of  the  Adirondacks.  We  pass  thru  Keene 
Valley  and  along  Cascade  Lakes  and  Lake  Placid.  Lake  Placid  is  one  of  the 
best-known  of  the  Adirondack  resorts  and  is  surrounded  by  high  mountains. 
The  Lake  Placid  Club  occupies  Moose  Island  in  the  lake,  which  affords  fine 
fishing  and  boating.  At  the  eastern  end  of  the  lake  is  Mt.  Whiteface  (4,780  ft.). 
There  is  a small  steamer  on  the  lake,  and  launches  may  be  hired.  The  prin- 
cipal hotels  and  camps  adjoin  the  southern  end  of  the  lake;  excursions  by  foot 
or  car  may  be  made  from  this  point  to  the  various  lakes  and  mountain  peaks 
in  the  vicinity.  Three  miles  from  Lake  Placid  is  the  original  farm  of  John 
Brown,  erroneously  thought  to  be  the  Abolitionist.  Further  along  we  pass 
Saranac  Lake  and  come  to  Paul  Smith’s,  where  the  road  branches  for  Loon 
Lake,  Bedford  and  Plattsburg.  At  Malone  we  join  the  trunk  line  from  Platts- 
burg  and  Lake  Champlain  points  to  Watertown.

Descriptive  Outline. — From  Lake  George  this  route  runs  south'  thru  towns 
that  have  been  described  in  other  pages.  (See  List  of  Towns.) 

Fonda,  founded  by  Douw  Fonda,  has  many  interesting  sights,  among  which 
are  the  first  house  to  be  erected  (1750),  bronze  tablet  marking  site  of  church 
used  as  fort  during  the  Revolution,  the  Sir  Walter  Butler  House,  where  the 
notorious  ranger  lived  (1776-1780).  The  old  fort  it  still  in  good  preservation. 
At  Annesville  is  the  only  Catholic  Shrine  in  the  U.  S.  This  is  two  miles  east 
of  Fonda.  The  Sir  William  Johnson  baronial  house  (3  miles  out)  has  been 
purchased  by  the  State  for  $50,000.  It  is  now  used  as  the  meeting  place  of  the 
Historical  Society,  and  many  interesting  relics  may  be  seen  here.  At  Akin 
six  miles  out,  is  old  Fort  Johnson,  erected  early  in  the  18th  Century.  It  now 
appears  about  as  it  did  in  1770.  It  is  kept  up  by  the  local  Historical  Society, 
to  whom  it  was  given  by  the  DePuysters.  Fonda  was  the  home  of  many  fam- 
ilies prominent  in  the. Revolution,  among  whom  were  the  Sammons,  Frothing- 
hams,  Van  Horns,  De  Goffs,  Schuylers,  and  many  others.  Fonda’s  principal 
industries  are  gloves  and  brooms.  After  leaving  Fonda  follow  the  Mohawk 
River  to  Palatine  Bridge,  where  we  cross  into  Canajoharie  and  ascend  a wind- 
ing grade  up  the  valley  of  Canajoharie  Creek,  descending  along  Shadow  Crook 
to  Otsego  Lake.  Skirting  the  eastern  shore  of  this  beautiful  lake  the  road  runs 
high  up  along  the  cliff  with  magnificent  views  all  the  way  to  Cooperstown.

Steamers  touch  at  Port  Henry  and  Fort  St.  Fredric, 
Chimney  Point  is  the  old  Point  a la  Cheveleur  of  history,  located  at  the  nar- 
rows in  Lake  Champlain.  For  several  miles  the  shore  of  Lake  Champlain  is 
followed,  then  we  cross  the  country  to  Vergennes,  a pretty  little  village.  To 
the  left  of  Shelburne  on  the  lake  is  a model  farm,  owned  by  Dr  W Seward 
Webb.

Roads  only  fair;  clay  to  Brandon;  steep  climb  over  Green  Mtns. 

Descriptive  Outline — Ticonderoga,  a historic  town  near  the  foot  of  Lake 
Champlain,  is  the  starting  point  for  tourists  to  the  Adirondacks  and  Green 
Mtns.,  and  to  Lakes  George  and  Champlain.  It  was  near  Ticonderpga  that 
Lord  Howe  was  killed;  but  more  interesting  historical  points  are  on  our 
way  toward  the  ferry;  1 % miles  from  the  hotel  is  a monument  commemorat- 
ing the  battlefields  of  1669  and  1798.  Further  along  on  a hill  to  the  right, 
commanding  an  excellent  view  of  Lake  Champlain,  is  old  Fort  Ticonderoga. 
Built  in  1755,  it  was  long  the  scene  of  military  activities.  Near  it  Abercrombie, 
in  attempting  its  capture,  met  with  a severe  defeat  (1758).  Amherst  forced 
its  surrender  (1759),  while  Ethan  Allen  captured  it  “in  the  name  of  the  Great 
Jehovah  and  the  Continental  Congress”  (1775).  Later  Burgoyne  captured  it. 
It  then  was  neglected,  and  fell  into  decay,  but  in  1909  it  was  restored.  Crossing 
the  ferry  to  Larrabee’s  Point,  where  in  summer  lake  boats  may  be  taken,  we 
traverse  a flat  clay  country  to  Sudbury;  Hyde  Manor  lies  $4  of  a mile  to  the 
right.  Brandon  (22  m)  on  Otter  Creek  is  noted  for  its  marble  quarries,  iron 
deposits  and  kaolin.  Lake  Dunmore  and  Silver  Lake  are  among  the  nearby  at- 
tractions. Leaving  Brandon,  we  begin  the  ascent  over  the  Green  Mtns.  which, 
though  precipitous,  is  very  picturesque.  At  the  summit  on  the  left  is  Mt. 
Horrid.  The  descent  is  steep.  Finally  we  come  into  White  River  valley  at 
Lower  Rochester.  At  Bethel  we  turn  right.  Near  South  Royalton  (63.0  m) 
is  the  monument  to  Joseph  Smith,  founder  of  Mormonism.  The  route  con- 
tinues down  the  White  River  Valley  into  White  River  Junction,  where  connec- 
tion is  made  for  the  White  Mountains  and  the  Lake  Winnipesaukee  districts.

Descriptive  Outline— This  is  a very  popular  drive  and  the  most  satisfactory 
connection  between  Plattsburg  and  Saranac  and  St.  Regis  Lakes.  Passing 
thru  several  small  settlements,  we  enter  Bloomingdale,  the  junction  point  for 
routes  to  Paul  Smith  s and  Loon  Lake,  and  one  of  the  chief  railroad  stations 
in  the  Adirondacks.  Our  route  ends  at  lower  Saranac  Lake,  which  connects 
thru  Middle  Saranac  with  Upper  Saranac  Lake,  three  of  the  most  beautiful 
sheets  of  water  in  the  district.  Lower  Saranac  is  surrounded  by  wooded  hills 
and  has  numerous  islands.  A small  steamer  makes  the  circuit  of  the  lake, 
fare  50c.  to  $1.  A side  trip  from  Bloomingdale  will  take  us  to  Paul  Smith’s 
on  St.  Regis  Lake,  one  of  the  popular  resorts  in  the  Adirondacks.  Many  canoe 
trips  are  begun  at  this  point.  There  are  numerous  camps  and  cottages  in 
the  vicinity  and  our  route  passes  the  large  Sanitarium  Gabriel,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Sisters  of  Mercy.  Among  the  camps  whose  magnificence 
belies  the  name  are  those  of  F.  W.  Vanderbilt,  Whitelaw  Reid,  Anthony  R. 
Stokes  and  A.  W.  Durkee.

Points  of  Interest. — Utica  is  situated  upon  the  most  beautiful  section  o t t 
Mohawk  River  and  is  prominent  as  a center  for  the  manufacture  of  knit  goo  s. 
Most  of  the  mills  are  located  in  the  northern  end  of  the  city  and  the  mil  is 
trict  is  a mile  long.  Utica  is  also  the  center  of  the  American  cheese  tra  e. 
The  park  system  deserves  special  mention.  It  is  situated  in  the  southern  end 
of  the  city  on  elevated  ground.  It  has  a number  of  automobile  roads  and  a fine 
view  can  be  had  from  the  summit  in  Roscoe  Conkling  Park.  Old  Fort  Schuy- 
ler was  established  on  the  present  location  of  Park  Ave.  and  Main  St.,  in  Utica 
in  1756.  The  neighboring  valley  teems  with  historical  associations.  A tablet 
commemorates  the  visit  of  Lafayette  in  1825.  In  1772  Gen.  Schuyler  purchased 
22,000  acres  of  land  at  15  pence  an  acre.  Seven  miles  west  is  the  Revolutionary 
battlefield  of  Oriskany,  marked  by  a tall  granite  shaft.  General  Herkimer,  of 
Oriskany  fame,  is  buried  at  Little  Falls,  where  his  grave  and  old  home  may  be 
seen  East  of  Utica  is  the  Masonic  Home,  upon  which  has  been  expended 
more  than  a million  dollars.  Among  other  points  of  interest  are  the  Oneida 
County  Building  and  the  Oneida  Historical  Building.  The  Utica  Public 
Library  is  well  worth  visiting.  There  are  many  interesting  drives  among 
which  may  be  mentioned  the  trip  to  Cooperstown  on  Otesaga  Lake.  Richfield 
Springs  and  Sharon  Springs  are  also  within  short  driving  distance.  Eighteen 
miles  north  is  Trenton  Falls  on  West  Canada  Creek,  one  of  the  beauty  spots  of 
central  New  York.

Alexander 
Hamilton  was  much  interested  in  this  institution  and  it  now  bears  the  name  of 
Hamilton  College.  At  the  foot  of  College  Hill,  reached  by  a broad  and  beauti- 
ful street,  is  a monument  commemorating  the  treaty  that  established  the 
boundary  between  the  English  and  the  Six  Nations.  This  was  erected  by  the 
college  class  of  1887.  From  the  College  cemetery  one  may  obtain  a magnif- 
icent view  of  the  Oriskany  and  the  Mohawk  Valley  beyond.  Senator  Root, 
of  New  York,  was  born  near  the  College  grounds.  His  summer  home  is  still 
located  here.

Descriptive  Outline.— This  route  is  less  used  than  298,  but  affords  the  oppor- 
tune of  visiting  Trenton  Falls,  located  near  Barneveld  in  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  spots  in  central  New  York.  The  falls  are  formed  by  the  West  Canada 
Creek  which  here  descends  thru  a ravine  with  rocky  slopes.  The  total  fall  is 
over  three  hundred  feet  in  two  miles.  The  Trenton  formation,  well  known  to 
geologists,  takes  its  name  from  the  rocks  at  this  point.  Many  interesting  and 
valuable  fossils  have  been  found  here.  Of  the  various  falls  in  this  chasm  the 
principal  ones  are  High  Falls,  80  feet;  Prospect  Falls  and  Mill  Dam  Falls  The 
view  of  the  chasm  from  the  top  of  the  cliffs  is  very  fine.

Points  of  Interest. — Oneonta  is  situated  on  the  Susquehanna  River  and  is 
the  principal  gateway  to  the  Catskills  from  the  west.  It  is  also  within  easy 
reach  of  Cooperstown  and  Richfield  Springs. 

A mile  above  the  city  is  “Adiquentaga,”  where  the  Palatines  built  their  boats 
in  which  they  migrated  from  the  Schoharie  to  Pennsylvania.  Colliers,  some 
five  miles  up  the  river,  was  the  scene  of  Gen.  Clinton’s  camp,  when  he,  with 
“the  men  in  the  boats,”  bivouacked  when  on  their  way  to  join  Gen.  Sullivan’s 
expedition  against  the  Iroquois.  Among  the  favorite  drives  in  the  vicinity  are 
those  to  Arnold’s  Pond,  Goodyear’s  Lake,  where  there  is  good  fishing,  and  to 
Round  Top,  The  Rocks  on  Catamount  Hill,  and  several  other  hill  roads  where 
there  are  magnificent  views.  Among  the  local  points  of  interest  at  Oneonta 
are  the  railway  shops  and  the  State  Normal  School.  The  ctiy  is  the  center  of 
a large  hop  trade.

Points  of  Interest.— Syracuse  is  the  largest  city  in  Central  New  York. 
Located  on  Onondaga  Lake,  its  principal  industry  is  the  manufacture  of 
salt  secured  from  salt  springs  in  the  marshes  around  the  lake.  These  have  been 
used  for  salt  since  1650.  There  are  many  other  manufactures.  There  is  con- 
siderable traffic  on  the  Erie  Canal,  which  runs  thru  the  middle  of  this  city. 
Syracuse  University  is  located  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  city  and  has 
several  handsome  buildings,  which  include  College  of  Fine  Arts,  Library  of 
100,000  volumes,  School  of  Physics,  stadium,  seating  20,000,  and  the  Medical 
and  Law  Colleges,  located  in  the  center  of  the  city.  Among  the  prominent 
buildings  in  Syracuse  are  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral,  Onondaga  Bank  Building, 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Post  Office  and  Court  House.  James  Street  is  the 
principal  residence  street.  A boulevard  100  ft.  wide  circles  Onondaga  Lake. 
.There  are  many  interesting  drives  in  the  vicinity.  The  principal  cemeteries 
are  Woodlawn  and  Oakwood.  Burnet  Park  is  beautifully  laid  out.

Descriptive  Outline. — As  we  leave  Syracuse,  traveling  westward,  we  cross 
Onondaga  Creek  and  the  Erie  Canal.  Running  thru  Camillus  and  Elbridge 
we  come  to  Auburn.  The  Indian  name  was  Wasco.  Here  Tah-gah-ju-te, 
the  famous  Sachem  of  the  Iroquois  Confederacy  and  a number  of  the  Cayuga 
Tribe,  was  born  in  1725.  He  was  later  known  as  Logan.  The  old  historic 
Seward  Mansion,  home  of  William  H.  Seward,  is  located  at  33  South  Street. 
Auburn  is  the  home  of  Sereno  E.  Payne,  Chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee,  U.  S.  Congress.  D.  M.  Osborne,  founder  of  the  Osborne  Plant 
of  the  International  Harvester  Co.,  lived  here.  The  Auburn  State  Prison  and 
Fort  Hill  Cemetery,  the  latter  situated  on  an  eminence  which  is  attributed 
to  the  Mound  Builders,  are  of  interest.  In  the  Cemetery  are  the  graves  of 
Seward,  Lincoln’s  Secretary  of  State;  of  Logan,  to  whose  memory  has  been 
erected  an  imposing  monument,  and  many  others.  Two  of  the  beautiful 
drives  are  the  drive  to  Owasco  Lake,  two  miles,  and  to  Skaneateles  Lake, 
seven  miles  east.  Auburn  has  many  manufacturing  enterprises,  some  of  which 
are  of  national  repute.  Auburn  is  the  starting  point  for  many  tours  ’to  the 
various  lakes  and  spots  of  scenic  beauty  in  the  vicinity.  Following  the 
Owasco  River  for  a short  distance  we  cross  the  Montezuma  marshes  beyond 
the  Seneca  River  and  enter  Seneca  Falls.  Following  the  river  we  enter  Geneva, 
located  at  the  head  of  Seneca  Lake,  one  of  the  most  picturesque  of  the  New  York 
lakes.  It  is  from  two  to  four  miles  wide  and  forty  miles  long.  Steamers  run 
from  here  to  Watkins,  at  the  foot  of  the  lake,  fare  25c.  The  first  house  in 
Geneva  was  built  on  Colt’s  Hill  in  1787.  Geneva  is  the  seat  of  Hobart  College 
for  men  and  William  Smith  College  for  women,  now  consolidated.  The  Seneca 
Indians  had  a fort  one  mile  west  of  Main  Street  on  the  Castle  Road.  It  was 
destroyed  by  Gen.  Sullivan  on  his  famous  march.  The  Indians  used  to  come

Descriptive  Outline. — Via  Lyons,  following  general  line  of  Erie  Canal.  Much 
shorter,  although  the  canal  bridges  must  be  taken  with  care.  We  leave  Route 
321  beyond  Elbridge  and  pass  Weedsport  and  Clyde.  Palmyra  is  the  'most 
interesting  village  on  the  trip.  It  was  here  that  Joseph  Smith,  the  Mormon 
prophet,  claimed  to  have  found  the  golden  plates  of  the  Book  of  Mormon. 
The  farm  once  occupied  by  one  of  the  founders  of  Mormonism  lies  just  out- 
side of  this  city.  Palmyra  was  the  birthplace  of  the  late  Admiral  Sampson, 
and  one  of  the  large  guns  from  the  ship  Admiral  Oquondo  is  now  set  up  on 
Main  Street.  At  Hydesville,  near  this  point,  is  the  old  home  of  the  Fox 
sisters,  who  originated  Spiritualism.  Our  route  now  is  direct  into  Rochester. 
(See  Route  501.)

Oswego  was  founded  by  Gov.  Burnet  as  a trading  post  in  1722.  It  is  now 
called  “the  city  where  all  the  streets  lead  to  the  water.”  The  city  is  historically 
interesting.  Its  three  forts,  Fort  Oswego  (1727).  Fort  Ontario  (17SS)  and 
Fort  George  (1755)  are  now  destroyed,  but  their  sites  have  been  marked  by 
bronze  tablets.  On  August  17,  1756,  all  three  forts  surrendered  to  the  French 
under  Montcalm.  The  battle  lasted  four  days,  and  over  5,000  troops  and  In- 
dians participated  in  it.  Pontiac,  one  of  the  foremost  Indians  in  history,  came 
to  the  city  for  the  peace  conference  with  Sir  Wm.  Johnson.  The  first  boat  to 
use  a screw  propeller  was  built  here.  Among  the  well  known  men  who  have 
made  their  homes  in  Oswego  were  Hon.  Alvin  Bronson,  whose  house  stands 
at  Fifth  and  W.  Cayuga  Sts.;  Hon.  Geo.  Fisher,  house  at  W.  Seneca  St.,  be- 
tween Third  and  Fourth  Sts.;  Hon.  Joel  Turrill,  U.  S.  representative  in  the 
Sandwich  Islands,  and  Theo.  Irwin,  who  had  the  finest  private  collection  of  etch* 
ings  in  the  State.  There  is  a new  State  Normal  School  (cost  $400,000).  The 
Oswego  River,  which  drains  a larger  area  than  the  Hudson,  runs  thru  the  cen- 
ter of  the  city.  Here  is  the  Lake  Ontario  terminus  of  the  new  $109,000,000 
barge  canal,  now  under  construction.  The  terminus  alone  will  cost  $850,000. 
Of  interest  to  visitors  are  Kingford’s  Farm  (1,000  acres),  Old  Fort  Ontario, 
with  its  moat  and  ramparts,  and  the  new  military  post  (built  1909).  Here  one 
may  see  dress  parades  and  hear  concerts  by  the  band.  The  U.  S.  Life  Savers 
give  interesting  boat  drills  on  the  lake.  The  city  was  the  last  place  to  be 
evacuated  by  British  troops  who  were  in  this  country  (1706).  It  is  the  largest 
city  in  the  U.  S.  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Ontario.

Points  of  Interest — Watertown,  with  a population  of  26,730  (1910),  is  one  of 
the  principal  western  gateways  to  the  Adirondacks  and  is  the  starting  point 
for  tours  to  the  Thousand  Islands  and  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  It  was  the 
home  of  Roswell  P.  Flower,  Governor  of  New  York  (1892-4).  The  Flower 
homestead  is  on  Arsenal  St.,  next  to  the  Post  Office.  The  Flower  Memorial 
Library  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the  State.  Its  City  Park  is  the  sixth 
largest  park  in  the  U.  S.  Watertown  is  prominent  as  a manufacturing  center, 
turning  out  automobiles,  carriages,  flour,  gas  and  gasoline  engines,  etc.  It  has 
extensive  paper  mills  and  the  second  largest  air  brake  company  in  the  world. 
There  are  numerous  picturesque  drives  in  the  vicinity,  some  of  which  are  given 
at  the  end  of  this  section.  Among  the  most  interesting  are  the  drives  to  Sack- 
ett’s  Harbor,  where  the  battle  of  that  name  was  fought  (1812),  and  to  Pine 
Plains,  where  one  may  visit  Pine  Camp,  a tract  of  nearly  11,000  acres,  costing 
the  U.  S.  $75,000.  This  is  a permanent  camp  of  instruction  and  concentration 
for  troops,  both  regulars  and  volunteers,  and  it  is  said  to  be  the  first  camp  of 
its  kind,  separate  from  a military  reservation,  that  has  been  purchased  by  the 
Government.

Points  of  Interest — Ogdensburg  is  located  on  the  eastern  bank  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  River,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Oswegatchie,  with  ferry  connection  to 
Prescott,  on  the  Canadian  side.  From  Ogdensburg  trips  are  taken  thru  the 
Adirondacks  and  along  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  In  the  vicinity  is  located  the 
State  Asylum  for  the  Insane.  At  Ogdensburg  passengers  are  transferred  from 
the  ferry  steamers  to  the  river  steamers,  and  for  the  trip  to  Montreal  it  is 
recommended  that  cars  be  shipped  by  boat  from  this  point.

Points  of  Interest — Binghamton,  with  a population  of  48,443,  is  a busy  manu- 
facturing city  at  the  junction  of  the  Susquehanna  and  Chenango  rivers.  It  is 
located  nearly  at  the  middle  of  New  York  State  on  the  east-west  line.  Being 
only  five  miles  from  the  Pennsylvania  boundary  line,  it  affords  opportunity  for 
the  tourist  to  take  many  of  the  interesting  drives  around  the  Pennsylvania 
lakes  in  the  vicinity.  Many  beautiful  hill  drives  around  the  city  may  be 
taken,  perhaps  one  of  the  most  interesting  being  that  to  the  State  Hospital 
for  the  Insane,  which  is  located  on  a hill  just  east  of  the  city.  From  this  point 
a magnificent  and  comprehensive  view  of  the  city  may  be  obtained.  There 
are  about  4000  patients  at  the  institution  at  present.  Binghamton  is  the  home 
of  the  Lady  Jane  Grey  School,  a preparatory  school  of  national  reputation. 
Among  the  most  widely  known  of  the  manufacturing  plants,  of  which  there 
are  many,  are  The  International  Time  Recorder  Co.,  and  the  Ansco  Co., 
makers  of  photographic  supplies.  Binghamton  is  the  home  of  Gen.  E.  F. 
Jones,  whose  home  is  on  Bates  Street.  He  it  was  who  commanded  the  6th 
Massuchusetts  Infantry  when  it  was  attacked  in  the  streets  of  Baltimore 
during  the  Civil  War.  One  of  the  interesting  houses  is  the  old  Morgan  Tav- 
ern, owned  in  the  early  20’s  by  Maj.  Morgan.

Descriptive  Outline — This  route  forms  a connection  to  points  along  the 
southern  border  of  New  York  State,  passing  thru  Corning  and  Painted  Post, 
where  there  is  an  Indian  monument. 

Hornell  is  charmingly  situated  at  the  head  of  the  Canisteo-Chemung  valley. 
It  is  principally  a manufacturing  city.  Its  manufactures  cover  a wide  range, 
but  its  most  important  industry  is  the  Erie  R.  R.  shops.  These  are  the  largest 
shops  owned  by  this  road.  A side  trip  of  nine  miles  may  be  made  to  Alfred 
University.  Olean  was  the  home  of  Gov.  Frank  Wayland  Higgins,  of  New 
York,  whose  late  residence  is  on  South  Street,  next  to  Lincoln  Park.  “Bosom 
Friend  Carey,”  Cleveland’s  friend,  practiced  law  here.  Olean  is  also  the  home 
of  Supreme  Court  Judge  F.  W.  Kruse  and  N.  V.  V.  Franchot,  former  Supt.  of 
Public  Works  for  New  York.  Olean,  being  on  the  Allegheny,  offers  many 
picturesque  and  interesting  drives  to  the  tourist.'  The  roads  are  good  mac- 
adam in  all  directions.  “Rock  City”  is  six  miles  distant.  The  engine  and 
car  shops  of  the  Pennsylvania  R.  R.,  as  well  as  the  refineries  of  the  Standard 
Oil  Co.,  are  located  here.  At  Olean  connection  is  made  with  Route  451  to 
Buffalo.  Passing  thru  Salamanca  and  Randolph,  we  reach  Jamestown.  (See

Via  Towanda  and  Waverly.  Fair-to-good  dirt  roads , with  some  mac- 
adam on  each  end  of  the  trip.  Middle  portion  is  a succession  of  steep  up 
and  down  grades,  necessitating  extreme  care  in  driving.  Many  magnifi- 
cent views. 

Descriptive  Outline — This  is  a scenic  trip,  considered  by  many  without  a 
rival  in  Pennsylvania.  There  are  a few  stretches  of  macadam.  The  traveling 
is  good  in  dry  weather,  but  owing  to  the  many  steep  climbs  and  descents 
on  the  upper  half  great  care  must  be  used  when  the  roadway  is  wet.  At 
Wilkes-Barre,  Col.  Timothy  Pickering,  Adjt.  General  and  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral of  the  Continental  army  during  the  Revolution,  built  the  house  at  130 
S.  Main  Street.  He  afterwards  became  Washington’s  Postmaster  General, 
and  later  Sec’y  of  State.  H.  M.  Hoyt,  once  Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  lived 
at  147  S.  Franklin  Street.  H.  M.  Hoyt,  Jr.,  was  Solicitor  General  of  the  U.  S. 
Historically  interesting  are  the  markers  showing  the  locations  of  the  various 
forts  that  were  garrisoned  during  the  Pennamite-Yankee  War  and  the  Revo- 
lution. The  Wyoming  Monument  commemorates  the  bloody  massacre  of 
that  name  (July  3,  1783).  The  first  fireplace  in  which  anthracite  was  burned  is 
in  the  Old  Fell  House,  corner  of  Northampton  and  Washington  Streets. 
Charming  drives  may  be  taken  to  Harvey’s  Lake,  the  largest  in  the  State,  to 
Glen  Summit,  and  to  Bear  Creek  and  Bear  Lake.  These  last  are  on  the  Lewis 
Estate,  and  the  roads,  said  to  be  the  finest  mountain  roads  in  the  State,  are 
open  to  automobiles.  Giant’s  Despair  is  the  scene  of  the  annual  hill  climb 
of  the  local  Automobile  Club.  The  principal  buildings  are  the  new  $2,000,000 
court  house  and  the  Mystic  Shrine  Temple,  said  to  be  the  most  handsome 
building  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  Many  manufacturing  enterprises  are 
located  here,  among  them  being  the  largest  lace  mill  in  the  world  and  the 
first  in  the  U.  S.  60%  of  the  Automobile  springs  used  in  the  U.  S.  are  made 
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here.  As  we  proceed  northward  from  Wilkes-Barre  along  the  Susquehanna  we 
leave  the  anthracite  district.  At  Towanda  we  find  one  of  the  principal  centers 
of  bituminous  coal  mining.  Here  was  the  home  of  Hon.  David  Wilmot, 
author  of  the  Wilmot  Proviso,  which  is  the  13th  section  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  U.  S.  His  grave,  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  is  visited  annually  by  thousands. 
Gen.  Madill  also  lived  here.  Gen.  Sullivan  on  his  famous  march,  passed  on  the 
other  side  of  the  river  from  Towanda.  Here  is  the  largest  factory  in  the  U.  S. 
given  over  to  the  manufacture  of  wooden  toys.  High  mountains,  Lake  Wesau- 
king,  Mountain  Lakes  and  Table  Rock  are  some  of  the  charming  spots  in  the 
vicinity.  .

ITHACA,  N.  Y.,  SECTION 

ROUTES  481  TO  500 

Points  of  Interest — Ithaca  is  a manufacturing  city  situated  at  the  southern 
extremity  of  Cayuga  Lake,  its  principal  industries  being  paper  mills,  cement 
and  glass  works,  salt  plants  and  power  boat  works  It  is  the  seat  of  Cornell 
University  and  of  the  New  York  State  Agricultural  College.  Cornell  owes 
its  existence  to  the  public-spirited  generosity  of  Ezra  Cornell  (1807-74).  Its 
magnificent  buildings  are  situated  on  an  elevation  400  ft.  above  the  lake.  The 
campus  covers  200  acres,  and  is  considered  the  finest  in  America.  The 
principal  buildings  are  Goldwin  Smith  Hall,  with  an  interesting  archaeological 
museum,  the  library,  with  a fine  collection  of  400,000  volumes,  Sage  Chapel  and 
Sage  College  for  Women.  Among  the  nearby  points  of  interest  are  Renwick 
Beach,  Cornell  Heights  and  “Llenroc,”  the  home  of  Ezra  Cornell.  A drive 
about  the  environs  of  Ithaca  affords  many  magnificent  views  of  the  lake  and 
the  gorges  of  Cascadella  and  Fall  Creeks,  the  finest  fall  being  Taghanic  Falls, 
about  nine  miles  north,  where  the  water  plunges  over  a table-rock  in  a 
ravine.  Ithaca  was  the  home  of  Hon.  Andrew  D.  White,  and  of  Hon.  Alonzo

Points  of  Interest — Rochester,  population  225,000  (approx.),  is  one  of  the 
important  industrial  cities  of  the  State,  its  manufactures  consisting  of  cloth- 
ing, shoes,  machinery,  tools,  beer  and  furniture.  It  is  the  home  of  the  East- 
man Kodak  Co.,  the  largest  manufacturers  of  photographic  materials  in  the 
world.  Rochester  possesses  the  only  custom  fur  tanning  establishment  in  the 
U.  S.  The  first  model  clothing  factory  was  built  here.  The  Genesee  River 
bisects  the  city  and  has  three  falls  within  the  city  limits.  These  furnish  over 
50,000  h.  p.  Near  the  Main  Street  bridge  over  the  river  the  Erie  Canal  is 
carried  across  the  Genesee  by  a viaduct  850  feet  long  and  nearly  90  feet  wide. 
This  is  considered  as  a remarkable  feat  of  engineering.  Rochester  is  an  edu- 
cation center,  having  the  University  of  Rochester,  St.  Bernard’s  Seminary,  and 
a fine  school  system.  The  City  Hall  and  the  Masonic  Temple  are  worthy  of 
note.  Among  the  famous  people  who  have  lived  there  were  Susan  B.  Anthony 
(17  Madison  Street),  and  Frederick  Douglass,  who  was  born  to  slavery,  pur- 
chased his  freedom,  published  a paper  in  the  city  and  became  a leader  of  the 
Abolition  Movement.  His  statue,  by  Edwards,  is  at  St.  Paul  Street  and 
Central  Avenue.  David  Jayne  Hill,  ex-Ambassador  to  Germany,  and  Gen.  E. 
S.  Otis,  hero  of  the  Philippine  campaigns,  also  lived  there.  Sam  Patch,  noted 
jumper,  was  killed  pumping  from  a platform  20  feet  above  Middle  Falls. 
There  are  charming  drives  to  Ontario  Beach,  Manitou  Beach,  Nine  Mile  Point 
and  Irondequoit  Bay.

Descriptive  Outline— Leaving  Rochester  via  Main  St.  we  cross  Erie  Canal 
and  follow  a new  wide  macadam  road  thru  several  small  villages  into  Batavia, 
the  site  of  the  State  Blind  Asylum.  The  old  Holland  Purchase  Land  Office 
is  interesting  for  its  collection  of  old  Western  New  York  relics.  There  is  a 
monument  to  William  Morgan,  who  was  supposed  to  have  been  murdered 
by  the  Masons  in  1826.  This  event  created  much  feeling  against  the  Masonic 
Order,  and  was  the  occasion  of  the  formation  of  the  Anti-Masonic  party, 
which  afterwards  elected  a Governor  of  Pennsylvania.  From  Batavia  the 
road  passes  thru  several  small  villages,  entering  Buffalo  via  Williamsville  and 
Main  St.

Descriptive  Outline — This  is  the  direct  line  along  the  Niagara  River  thru 
the  Tonawandas  and  is  one  of  the  most  traveled  routes  in  the  country.  Niagara 
Falls,  one  of  the  greatest  natural  wonders  in  America,  is  situated  on  Niagara 
River  between  Lake  Erie  and  Lake  Ontario,  the  waters  from  four  of  the 
Great  Lakes  pour  over  the  rocks  at  this  point.  Every  facility  is  offered  the 
tourist  for  inspecting  the  falls.  Two  cities,  one  on  the  Canadian,  one  on  the 
American  side,  are  plentifully  supplied  with  hotel  and  garage  accommodations. 
The  falls  are  divided  by  Goat  Island  into  the  Canadian  or  Horseshoe  Falls 
(158  ft.)  and  the  American  Falls  (167  ft.).  Below  the  falls  is  the  gorge  which 
narrows  to  a space  about  300  ft.  in  width  at  the  Whirlpool  Rapids.  A portion 
of  the  enormous  force  developed  by  the  falls  has  been  made  use  of  for  power 
plants  without  appreciably  lessening  their  volume.  Among  the  various  minor 
points  of  interest  are  the  Cave  of  Winds,  readied  by  an  elevator,  Goat  Island, 
lying  between  American  acid  Canadian  Falls  and  Table  Rock,  from  which  a 
magnificent  view  of  the  Horseshoe  Falls  may  be  had.  Queen  \ ictoria  Park 
on  the  Canadian  side  extends  along  the  river  for  2^4  miles.  A trolley,  which 
runs  along  the  gorge  to  Lewiston,  affords  the  best  view  of  the  Rapids.  An 
impressive  trip  may  be  made  in  the  steamer  Maid  of  the  Mist,  which  runs 
nearly  up  to  the  foot  of  the  Horseshoe  Falls,  landing  at  a wharf  on  the  Cana- 
dian side.  An  immense  steel  large  highway  bridge  crosses  the  river  just  below 
the  falls  and  2 large  steel  railway  bridges  cross  farther  down.  On  Falls  St., 
in  the  American  city,  stands  the  house  formerly  occupied  by  Gen.'  Peter  B. 
Porter,  Sec’y  of  War  under  J.  Q.  Adams,  cortnnander  of  the  Niagara  frontier 
forces  in  1812,  and  member  of  the  International  Boundary  Commission,  1819. 
Niagara  University  and  DeVeaux  College  are  situated  here.  Historically 
interesting  are  the  scenes  of  three  battles  (on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  ri\er). 
These  were  Chippewa,  Lundy’s  Lane  and  Queenstown  Heights,  all  in  the 
War  of  1812.  The  Griffon,  first  vessel  to  sail  the  Great  Lakes,  was  built  just 
beyond  the  city  limits  by  La  Salle  (1678).  Devil’s  Hole  Massacre  occurred 
near  the  present  city  line.  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  manufactures  more  aluminum 
than  any  other  city  in  the  U.  S.  Many  abrasives  are  made  here,  and  there  are 
also  important  chemical  industries.  The  Shredded  Wheat  Company  is  one 
of  its  most  widely  known  industries.  Booklets  describing  in  detail  the  attrac- 
tions at  Niagara  Falls  may  be  obtained  at  any  of  the  hotels.

It  occupies  the  site  of  an  old 
French  Fort,  built  1749,  and  was  the  headquarters  of  Commodore  Perry  when 
he  defeated  the  English  fleet  in  1813.  Overlooking  the  lake  near  the  city  is 
a quaint  memorial  block  house  in  honor  of  Mad  Anthony  Wayne,  erected  by 
the  State.  Among  the  prominent  buildings  in  Erie  is  the  Soldiers’  and  Sailors' 
Home,  occupying  the  site  of  the  old  Mariners’  Hospital.  It  has  numerous 
buildings  on  a tract  of  102  acres.

members.  Among  the  buildings  are  assembly  halls,  club  houses,  a gymnasium 
and  a model  of  Palestine.  A citizens’  tax  of  40c.  a day  is  required  of  all 
visitors  to  the  assembly.  Tuition  fees  are  extra.  The  lake  is  about  18  miles 
long,  and  while  only  8 miles  from  Lake  Erie,  its  waters  are  discharged  into  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico.  Steamers  run  from  Jamestown  and  Lakewood  to  Bemus  Point 
and  Chautauqua.

Montreal  is  a city  possessing  intense  historic  interest.  First  seen  by  Jacques 
Cartier  in  1535,  when  it  was  an  Indian  village  (Hosh-e-la-ga),  it  has  become 
a city  of  tremendous  commercial  importance.  Champlain  visited  the  land  about 
1605.  The  present  city  was  founded  1642  by  Paul  de  Chomedy  for  purely  relig- 
ious purposes.  In  1663  the  Seminary  of  St.  Sulpice  was  given  the  position  of 
Seigneur.  The  city  was  the  last  place  held  by  the  French.  In  1775  Conti- 
nental troops  under  Montgomery  occupied  it  in  an  attempt  to  induce  its  citi- 
zens to  join  in  the  Revolution.  Among  the  buildings  that  should  be  seen  is  the* 
Church  of  Notre  Dame,  one  of  the  largest  churches  on  the  American  Con- 
tinent. From  its  towers  one  may  obtain  a magnificent  view.  The  Bank  of 
Montreal  is  the  sixth  largest  bank  in  the  British  Empire.  The  Chateau  de 
Ramezay,  opposite  the  City  Hall,  was  built  in  1705  and  was  opened  as  a Museum 
in  1895.  It  now  contains  many  relics  of  historic  interest.  McGill  University 
has  many  interesting  buildings.  This  is  the  best  known  university  in  Montreal. 
The  city  abounds  in  handsome  monuments;  there  are  many  parks;  and  in  sev- 
eral parts  of  the  city  one  may  see  tablets  commemorating  important  sites.

Good  stone  road  first  15  and 
last  25  miles ; balance  sand  and  clay,  ivith  few  steep  grades.  Fine  view  of 
river  last  half  of  trip.  Gasoline  at  Three  Rivers  and  Louiseville. 

Descriptive  Outline — This  beautiful  trip  leaves  Montreal  via  Notre  Dame 
St.,  and  the  first  15  miles  is  straight  stone  road  through  an  interesting  portion 
of  this  historic  old  city.  Crossing  a long  bridge  over  the  Rives  des  Prairies, 
used  also  as  a RR.  bridge,  we  follow  the  Point  du  Jour  River  into  L’Assomption, 
a quaint  old  village,  where  French  is  spoken  exclusively.  Here  we  cross  the 
Assomption  River,  and  turn  to  the  bank  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  which  is  followed 
the  balance  of  the  way.  At  Berthier,  the  river  expands  into  a large  lake,  which 
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is  called  Lake  St.  Peter.  At  Louiseville  may  be  found  fair  hotel  accommoda- 
tions and  supplies.  Nearby  are  the  St.  Leon  Springs,  a popular  watering  place. 
At  Pointe  du  Lac  we  encounter  a stretch  of  sand,  and  the  road  along  the 
shore  is  impassable,  the  sand  constantly  being  blown  across  the  road.  The 
better  route  is  along  the  RR.  for  a short  distance.  Three  Rivers,  the  largest 
place  between  Montreal  and  Quebec,  and  the  second  oldest  city  in  Canada,  was 
founded  1634,  and  lies  at  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Maurice  River,  at  the  head  of  tide 
water  in  the  St.  Lawrence.  It  has  numerous  manufacturing  industries,  and  is 
the  outlet  for  a large  lumber  trade.  The  best  stopping  place  for  tourists  is  at 
Sanatorium  du  Blois,  primarily  for  Hydro-Electric  treatment,  but  good  hotel 
service  is  reported.  We  pass  the  Cathedral,  a pretentious  structure.  A small 
college  is  also  located  here.  Crossing  the  St.  Maurice,  we  continue  thru 
Champlain,  where  we  may  follow  the  river  or  take  a short  cut  over  the  hills,  to 
S’te.  Genevieve,  where  we  cross  the  Batiscan  River,  and  return  along  its  bank 
to  the  St.  Lawrence.  At  St.  Anne  de  la  Perade,  we  pass  a large  church  and 
cross  the  St.  Anne  River  thru  Portneuf.  Crossing  the  Jacques  Cartier  River, 
famous  for  its  salmon,  we  shortly  come  in  view  of  the  wrecked  St.  Lawrence 
bridge  and  enter  Quebec;  (see  Vol.  2).

A trip  along  the  St.  Lawrence,  good  stone  roads  all  the  way. 

Descriptive  Outline — Crossing  Dorchester  Bridge,  built  1789,  over  St. 
Charles  River,  the  road  turns  right  along  the  St.  Lawrence — fine  view  of  Que- 
bec and  Levis — thru  an  almost  continuous  village.  The  “Farms”  are  long 
strips  of  land,  running  back  from  the  houses,  giving  each  a small  river  front, 
after  the  old  Canadian  custom.  Unusual  sights  are  the  carts  drawn  by  large 
black  dogs,  and  the  open-air  ovens  along  the  way.  In  Beauport  (4.6  m)  is  the 
old  Manor  House,  where  Montcalm  had  headquarters  in  1759.  In  the  park 
(8  m)  is  a hotel,  built  1780  by  General  Haldiman,  and  later  occupied  by 
the  Duke  of  Kent  (1791).  The  park  contains  also  rustic  theater  and  menagerie 
(25c).  From  the  park  on  the  east  side  of  Montmorency  River  is  a fine  view 
of  the  imposing  Falls  of  Montmorency  (25c),  165  feet  high  and  150  feet  wide, 
known  anciently  as  La  Vache.  Below  is  the  large  dam  and  power  plant  which 
lights  Quebec.  We  pass  near  the  cottage  where  Wolff  lay  ill,  after  his  un- 
successful attack  on  Montcalm  ( 1 759) - View  of  the  Laurentian  Mountains  on 
the  left.  Ste.  Anne  de  Beaupre,  dating  from  1620,  is  visited  annually  by  many 
thousands  of  pilgrims.  The  original  church,  built  1658,  the  eleventh  in  Canada, 
was  torn  down  and  rebuilt  in  1878.  Nearby  is  the  new  church,  opened  in  1876, 
and  made  a Bascilica  by  the  Pope  in  1887.  The  new  church  contains  many 
relics  and  a large  stack  of  discarded  crutches,  attesting  miraculous  cures. 
Above  the  town  are  the  Falls  of  Ste.  Anne,  and  still  further  on,  the  Falls  of 
Ste.  Fereol;  fine  view  is  had  from  the  summit  of  Cap  Tourmente  (1,96°  ft-)-

UNITED  STATES-CANADIAN  CUSTOMS 

See  also  specific  entries  under  New  Brunswick,  Quebec  and  Ontario,  Canada, 
in  the  Automobile  Laws. 

Tourists  who  do  not  intend  to  remain  in  Canada  more  than  a week  should 
proceed  as  follows: 

Stop  at  United  States  Custom  House  so  that  officers  can  get  number,  etc.,  of 
car,  and  if  return  is  to  be  made  through  some  other  point  procure  necessary 
papers.  Then  stop  at  first  Canadian  Custom  House  across  the  line  and  they 
will  issue  without  charge  a seven-day  permit.  The  car  must  be  returned  to  the 
United  States,  however,  within  seven  days,  or  the  regular  bond  given  as  below. 
Should  one  desire  to  remain  longer  than  seven  days,  his  car  may  be  imported 
into  Canada  for  touring  purposes  for  a period  of  six  months  on  the  following 
conditions: 

Bond  for  double  the  estimated  duties  based  on  appraisement  of  the  car  by 
the  officer,  said  bond  to  be  guaranteed  by  two  Canadian  citizens  approved  by 
the  local  Collector  of  Customs.  Cash  deposit  of  $25.00,  which  is  returned  upon 
the  exportation  of  the  car. 

The  C.  S.  Warner  Company,  Customs  House  Brokers  of  Niagara  Falls  (Can- 
ada); Niagara  Falls  Auto  Transit  Company,  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.;  J.  M.  Duck, 
Windsor,  Ont.;  A.  J.  Chester,  Sarnia,  Ont.,  and  F.  W.  Myers  & Co.,  Customs 
Brokers,  Alburgh,  Vt.,  have,  however,  special  arrangements  with  the  Canadian 
Government  whereby  they  are  able  to  furnish  bond  and  Customs  Touring  Per- 
mit for  a fee  of  $500,  no  cash  deposit  being  required.  This  permit  can  be 
mailed  to  the  home  of  the  intending  tourist  and  is  good  for  crossing  into 
Canada  at  any  point  on  the  frontier  without  formality.  The  same  firm  will  also 
procure  and  send  to  the  car  owner  with  the  permit  the  Ontario  Provincial 
License,  costing  (with  postage),  $4.30,  thus — in  a double  sense — saving  time  and 
trouble  to  the  intending  tourist. 

Similar  regulations  are  in  force  for  Canadian  machines  which  desire  to  enter 
the  United  States,  both  with  respect  to  the  permit,  which  is  for  three  days,  and 
for  the  bond,  whch  is  good  for  six  months,  provided  car  is  used  for  touring  pur- 
poses only.
